MEMORIAL SERVICE 


For the Late Lieut. Ellery Peabody, Jr., 
at West Newton 


OLD FASHIONED GRIP 


The memory of Sergt. Ellery Pea- 
body, Jr., who was killed in action in 
France, October 23, was honored at a 
memorial service at the West Newton 
Unitarian church held last Sunday. 
The church was nearly filled. The 
service was conducted by Rev. Julian 
C. Jaynes, the pastor, and the church 
quartet furnished music. Mr. Jaynes 
said in part: — 

“Another star of gold displaces the 
blue upon our service flag. And again 
one of our bravest and best! We had 
wat6hed with bated breath the daily 
list of fallen, and had fondly hoped 
that now, on the eve of peace, the hand 
of fato might spare us further loss. 
But hope has been defeated and we 
meet in memory of one, who, just be- 
fore the bugle sounded the final blast 
of war, gave up his life In the per- 
formance of duty. 

I know he faced the dangers of that 
duty with intelligent eyes and brave, 
consecrated heart. I know because I 
knew him. There is a type of courage 
that may be called the courage of ig- 
norance. It plunges headlong into 
danger because it does not know the 
risk. There is a higher type. It is 
the courage that clearly visualizes the 
cost and then quietly scorns to count 
it in the presence of the thing waiting 
to be done. That was the courage of 
Sergeant Peabody. 

The service for which ho had been 
selected offered neither the ecstacy 
of the battle charge nor the delirium 
of unloosed passion but, amid the 
highest danger, it exacted calmness, 
precision, deliberate skill. Such was 
the task set before him; and to be 
chosen to perform it was the silent 
tribute of his superiors to his unflinch- 
ing fidelity and high courage. 

I picture him out there on the shell- 
swept field, directing Ills service 
squad, with the same simple compos- 
ure and careful thoroughness as char- 
acterized him in the less thrilling du- 
ties of his civilian life here at home. 
That was his way of doing things. No 
needless waste of energy in excite- 
ment or demonstration, but the direct, 
unassuming, even gentle, seizure of 
the work he was called to do. We are 
.all mourners today, because we all 
loved him as our own. The beauty 
of his presence, the manliness of his 
nature, the character without re- 
proach drew us to him with singular 
affection. 

Born and reared among us. we 
watched his development with interest 
and felt no misgivings as to his fu- 
ture. He shared in our community 
life and we welcomed the gift of his 
unsullied youth. He served this church 
both ns an usher and as an officer of 
the Sunday School, and we deeply ap- 
preciated the devoted service he ren- 
dered. 

He began his business career with 
high promise, and then fell the sha-

WAR LIBRARIES 

Interesting Report From Newton’s Librarian 
Now at Newport News 

The Newport News Despatch Sta- 
tion was the second Btation estab- 
lished, and the work was begun early 
in March, the one at Hoboken having 
been opened some ptonths earlier. 
These points were selected as they 
were the two largest ports of em- 
barkation for men overseas. Newport 
News is surrounded by camps, and the 
station was established to supply 
these camps as well as to send books 
overseas. Mr. Brett, Librarian of the 
Cleveland Public Library, had been in 
charge of the Dispatch Office at New- 
port News at the time of his death. 
Mr. Dougherty went to take his place 
there later. The following extracts 
from one of Mr. Dougherty’s letters 
printed in the Massachusetts Library 
Club Bulletin will be of Interest to 
the readers of The Graphic. 

Massachusetts people do not real- 
ize, possibly, the connection of the 
Newport News office and that conduct- 
ed under the admirable leadership of 
Dr. Mawson at the Widener Library in 
Cambridge. Massachusetts librarians 
should know, if they do not, that the 
gift books collected right around Bos- 
ton are being shipped now to Newport 
News and thence overseas. These 
hooks come in weekly installments of 
150 cases, containing some 18,000 vol- 
umes. 

The activities of this office extend, 
except toward the West, over a radius 
of twenty-five miles. Williamsburg, 
Gloucester, and Yorktown on the 
north; Cherrystone and Fisherman’s 
Island across the Chesapeake; Vir- 
ginia Beach and Fort Henry; seven 
widely separated places In three to- 
tally different directions which the 
Dispatch Office serves. 

The different kinds of camps add to 

the interest. There is A near at 

hand, a large embarkation camp; also, 
In the hospital there, the returned 
wounded are treated for a few days 
before they are transferred to insti- 
tutions specializing along particular 

lines. Then, B , where motor 

trucks, seemingly In thousands, are 
assembled and shipped. From here 
also go thousands of horses and 
mules. Beyond is C , the steve- 

dore camp. Truck-loads of these 
happy, singfng, jolly negroes come 
into town each day to work around 
the piers, in the warehouses, at head- 
quarters, at the library, etc. The 
stevedore minstrels jyid their band 
are just what one vttaruld expect — full 
of music. D ships aviation sup- 

plies abroad and today twenty truck 
loads of men passed our door, with 

their overseas caps on. E , built 

in the forests, afar off from every- 
thing habitable, reached by roads not 
worthy of the name, will teach men 
the actual use of heavy nrtillery. 
Here, as at A . the American Li- 

brary Association should build a camp 
library, for neither the Dispatch Of-

UNITED WAR CAMPAIGN 


Complete Figures Show That Newton Made 
Splendid Record 

Comptroller William H. Zoller has 
been able to give what are practically 
the final figures in the recent United 
War Work Campaign in this city, and 
the result is highly creditable to the 
most efficient committee in charge. 

Mr. Zoller states that the total, in- 
cluding all credits, amounts to $324,- 
897.44, with 9251 subscribers, and 
2799 Victoy Boys and Girls, making a 
total of 12,050. The figures by vil- 
lages are as follows: 

Newton, $82455, with 1992 subscrib- 
ers, Including 348 Victory Girls with 
$1448, and 245 boys with $1060. 

Newtonvllle, $33,082, with 1901 sub- 
scribers, 144 Victory Girls $715, and 

97 Boys with $528. 

West Newton, $64,953, with 2202 sub- 
scribers. 266 victory Girls $1253, and 
82 Boys with $381. 

Auburndale, $12,533, with 996 sub- 
scribers, 144 Victory Girls $627, and 
71 Boys $278. 

Low*er Falls, $1078, with 139 sub- 
scribers. 22 Victory Girls $95. and 13 
Boys $65. 

Upper Falls, $6008, with 1061 sub- 
scribers, 125 Victory Girls $680, and 

98 Boys $485. 

Newton Highlands. $11,489, with 
1027 subscribers, 174 Victory Girls, 
$855, and 175 Boys $S66. 

Newton Centre $35,034, with 1919 
subscribers. 281 Victory Girls $1405, 
and 159 Boys $757. 

Chestnut Hill, $60,121. with 2S6 sub- 
scribers, 28 Victory Girls $140, and 7 
Boys $35. 

Waban. $17,727, with 477 subscrib- 
e**® 83 Victory Girls $353, and 38 Boys 
$190. 

It is interesting to note that not 
more than 20 subscribers specified 
that their moaey should go to stated 
funds, nearly everyone making their 
contribution to the general funds. 

While it is too early to make com- 
parison with other municipalities, it is 
certain that few will equal and none 
will probably surpass the record made 
here in Newton.

THE SUGAR SITUATION 

The Newton Food Administrator Urges Continu- 
ation ol Coupon System 


Conflicting newspaper statements 
relative to the sugar situation have 
appeared in the Boston newspapers. 

The true situation in Massachusetts 
Is as follows: There is at the present 
time in the country enough raw sugar 
to give consumers the allotment which 
they were using in pre-war times. In 
Massachusetts, however, the amount 
of sugar we get is not only determined 
by the amount of unrefined sugar en- 
tering the state, but also by the capac- 
ity of local refineries in refining it. At 
the present time, one of the largest re- 
fineries in the state is not in opera- 
tion, and the amount of available sugar 
Is, therefore, considerably less than it 
was in pre-war times. It is expected 
that this refinery will be again in op- 
eration about December 15. 

Inasmuch as the supply of refined 
sugar in the state is not enough to 
give consumers the amount allowed by 
the Federal Food Administration at 
Washington, the Massachusetts Food 
Administration has advised that house- 
holders purchase only 3 pounds per 
person per month, until December 15. 

The Newton Board of Food Adminis- 
tration. interested only in securing an 
equitable distribution of sugar in this 
city, has requested all Newton dealers 
to sell only 3 pounds per person per 
month, until further notice, and to 
continue the present sugar coupon ar- 
rangement. It is hoped that the sugar 
will become abundant enough on De- 
cember 15 to allow the purchase of a 
larger amount per person. 

The experience of the months of Au- 
gust and September have convinced 
the Newton Food Administrator that 


if the coupon system Is abolished now 
and the indiscriminate purchase or 
sugar is allowed, we shall revert tx> 
the same conditions we passed through 
several months ago, when nearly 
every day men and women walked: 
long distances to the office of the Food! 
Administrator and begged that he use 
his influence to get them even one 
pound of sugar for their children. 
During these months some people got 
no sugar at all for weeks at a time. 
It is to avoid a repetition of these con- 
ditions that we wish to continue the 
present arrangement. 

The grocers of Newton are paying 
for these coupons. It means addi- 
tional work, additional expense, and 
Inconvenience for them to continue 
this system. They are glad to do it so 
the people of Newton may have sugar. 
Newton grocers have had a hard time 
since the war began to make both end*, 
meet. They have been acting as pub- 
lic servants in the distribution of food, 
and we have always found them glad, 
and willing to co-operate with us in 
the regulation of Newton food supply. 

Newton people are, therefore, urged 
to purchase only 3 pounds of sugar at 
a time, not to purchase more than a 
week’s supply in any one week, and to 
co-operate in carrying out the coupon 
system in Newton. 

Remember, it is not your grocer's 
fault there is a shortage of sugar, he 
is probably doing the best he can. and 
we are doing everything possible to 
obtain sugar for the people of Newton, 
and to secure an equitable distribution 
of it.

McDade was the most seriously in- 
jured of the four. Several hours after 
the accident he remained unconscious. 
McFarland sustained a fracture. Halli- 
day escaped with bruises, and Perry, 
least injured, was taken to his home.

Camp F- 
not really a camp, but a magnificently 
located house, cares for a few con- 
valescents. 

A “Y” man just in from one of our 
distant stations said that everybody 
turned out the other night to fight a 
bush fire. He said that had it reached 
the building near which it was set, 
Rand McNally would have to make a 
new' map of the w'hole of Virginia. 
The building was filled with TNT, 
w'hich according to one negro, is 
translated “Travel, nigger, travel." 

Tw'o sailors returning from France 
heard of the A. L. A. at Glasgow, but 
received no definite information as to 
how to find it. They had asked in 
vain at every port. They wrote, at 
Norfolk, to their teacher in Oklahoma, 
who referred them to the Y. M. C. A. 
There they learned of us and late ono 
afternoon they appeared — story and 
all — with their duffle bag. This was 
filled with selected books. Finding 
that their last ferry for the night had 
gone at 6.30 P.M. the A. L. A. truck 
took them back by another ferry in a 
roundabout w*ay. Their distance from 
here is well show’n when it is known 
that the trucks returned at 1.30 A. M. 
These boys were in again recently 
with their bag. and their praise for the 
A. L. A. was unbounded. 

The Dispatch Office serves also as 
a library for the men quartered in the 
city. This is practically our only 
point of direct contact with the men. 
The space devoted to regular library 
facilities is small, as is our circula- 
tion— 2,047 volumes for September. 
As winter months draw near, and this 
library space has the’ addition of a 
few tables and some chairs, the men 
may be attracted by the added com- 
forts. “Y" men, Jewish Welfare 
Workers, and Community House aides 
drop in frequently to have some spe- 
cial need satisfied. 

The A. L. A. reaches all soldiers and 
sailoors wherever they are found. The 
office Is now* supplying books to nearly 
ninety separate organizations in over 
twenty different localities. In addi- 
tion to this it has sent books for the 
armed guards and crews of seventy- 
seven ships, besides the thousands 
that have gone overseas.

dow of war athw’art the wrorld, and 
obeying the call of his soul, he offered 
his youthful strength to the ideals in- 
volved In that great conflict. Of the 
two millions who went across the sea, 
not one, I venture to say, plighted his 
faith to country with deeper sincerity 
and consecration. 

For a year and a half, he served on 
the fields of northern France, had 
been promoted twice for valor and dis- 
tinguished service, when, in that great 
October drive, as the American troops 
carried the Stars and Stripes north- 
ward trench by trench, the summons 
suddenly came and he made the su- 
preme sacrifice. If it must come, I 
think it came as he would have wished 
It — “The black minutes at end, and 
sudden the w’orst turns best to the 
brave." 

It was not in vain. There is a free 
world today, because lie helped in that 
October strife to make it free. And 
in tills season of Thanksgiving we re- 
member, with solemn pride, the con- 
tribution lie made to the cause of free- 
dom. 

“Greater love has no man than this, 
that he lay down Ills life for his 
friends.” And even if a man give life 
in company with thousands of others, 
the gift is as great as if lie faced 
death singly and alone. He is a hero 
among equals, and we who live, sa- 
lute as he turns and passes within the 
Eternal Gates. 

And to that sorrow which is deep- 
est, because love was tenderest, we 
offer all that human friendship can of- 
fer, our united sympathy, our commu- 
nity appreciation of his service, and 
our loving remembrance of his gentle

ALDERMEN MEET 

The principal feature of the meeting 
of the aldermen on Monday evening 
wan the recommendation of the Build- 
ings Commissioner thnt $56,300 would 
be necessary to make tho changes In 
the various school buildings of the city 
to meet the requirements of tho state 
police. The matter was referred for 
investigation. Every member hut Al- 
derman Clark was present and the ses- 
sion was ehort and uneventful. 

Mayor Childs sent In Ycquests for 
$516.43 for police pension for Charles 
T. Bartlett, and $30 for a drain in 
Furber lane, both of which were grant- 
ed. He also asked for $8800 additional 
for water department, of which $2900 
was voted, for $1500 for Mothers’ Aid, 
of which $500 was granted, nnd for 
$2000 additional for public buildings, 
and $125 for maintenance of quarters 
used by the draft board, which were 
referred. 

Mayor Childs also sent in a commu- 
nication in regard to removing the con- 
ditions recently placed on a contribu- 
tion to the operating expenses of the 
Middlesex & Boston Railway, saying 
that only two towns would Join with 
Newton in making such a contribution, 
nnd the Mayor adds that in his opin- 
ion there is "no other way of having 
service restored on this line" the New- 
tonville-Newton Centre division . 

The Mayor also suggested that some 
arrangements should be made to cele- 
brate the return of the boys from the 
front, and a special committee of one 
alderman from each ward was ap- 
pointed to co-operate with him in this 
matter. 

John T. Burns was granted an auc- 
tioneer license, and petitions were re- 
ceived from J. J. Cady for an express 
license; the Garden City Garage for 2 
automobile licenses; Avery L. Rand 
threatened suit in case a drain wns not 
constructed on Furber Inne, and Lilian 
M. Matthews complained about the dis- 
continuance of the Newton Centre- 
Newtonville street car line. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petitions for abatement of betterments 
assessed on Brewster and Carver roads 
and on request for change of ward 
lines between Waban and Lower Falls. 
Betterment assessments were levied 
on abuttors on Ricker and Kent roads, 
the Mayor authorized to make release 
of certain lands at Boylston and Par- 
ker streets and to petition the legisla- 
ture (or regulation of billboards. 

Alderman Forknall also persuaded 
the hoard to vote $896 for concrete 
vide walks and curbing of Chapel street 
although the matter was turned down 
early in the talk 

Alderman Blake introduced two res- 
olutions of more or less interest and 
value, the first being an invitation for 
the pupils and teachers of the Newton 
High Schools to attend and draw such 
information as may be from the meet- 
ings of the board. The second called 
for the appointment by the school com- 
mittee of a janitor-in-chief whose chief 
duties, according to Alderman Blake, 
were either to do what the public 
buildings commissioner ought to do. or 
to supersede that official. Mr. Blake 
told of many serious faults in the 
heating and care of the school build- 
ings, duo to either lack of knowledge 
or of authority and stated his belief 
that fully 15 per cent, of the coal used 
each year might he saved by intelli- 
gent handling of the heating plants. 
He said in one building with the ther- 
mometer 62 degrees out side ‘the rooms 
showed only 54 degrees with a full 
head of steam in the boilers. He de- 
clared there was a large waste of coal 
where triangular grates were used. 
He also favored having some quicker 
method of securing results in making 
minor repairs than was now possible. 
The matter caused considerable de- 
bate, and was finally referred to a com- 
mittee for further investigation. 

Alderman Hapgood presented an or- 
der for the claims committee to consid- 
er an ordinance requiring abuttors on 
paved sidewalks in Ward 5 to remove 
their snow prte»* pvprv snow fall.

IN THE CASUALTY LISTS 


Twelve Newton Men Mentioned nn 
Killed, Wounded or M hiving 


A number of Newton men figure in 
the long casually lists that have been 
given out the past week. 

The names of Emerson Carley, 466 
Waltham street, West Newton, of Co. 
C of the 101st regiment, Frank A. Ross 
of 1316 Centre street, Newton Centre, 
and Patrick Waters of 134 Bridge 
street, Newton, appear as killed In ac- 
tion. 

Private Chas. A. Flanagan, who was 
reported as missing In action, is 19 
years old and a member of the 18th 
Infantry, In which he enlisted in Sep- 
tember 1916, at Columbus, O. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Flanagan, 
Pearl street, Newton, and at the time 
he enlisted was a pupil of the Newton 
High school. 

Private Patrick C. O’Donahoe, re- 
ported killed In action on October 11, 
wus married and lived at 219 Walnut 
street, Newton Lower Falls. He at- 
tempted to enlist In the old 9th Infan- 
try when United States first entered 
the war, but was rejected for a physical 
defect. He was drafted among the 
early drawings, and waived exemp- 
tion on account of being married, and 
was sent to Camp Devens, where he 
stayed only 13 days before being sent 
over. 

Private Edward Sullivan, Co. C. 
101st Infantry, reported gassed, is 22 
years old .the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Patrick Sullivan of Centre street, New- 
ton Centre. He left Newton High 
school to enlist. 

Second Lieutenant Lewis W. Spaul- 
ding of the First Division, 18th in- 
fantry, who wns severely wounded in 
the battle of the Marne, July 18-22, 
was reported back to duty after being 
two and a half months at a base hos- 
pital at Bordeaux. His men were ull 
ready to go over the top one morn- 
ing, when for some reason the orders 
were changed, and they remained in 
dugouts three days under heavy shell 
fire and gas attacks. Many of his men 
were lost and being himself blistered 
with poison gas, he crawled back to 
the battalion aid station to get help if 
possible. Thence he was sent back 
to a hospital for treatment of his 
burns. A week later he was again 
sent back to the front. In a letter 
home on October 28 he said he had 
been called out of bed and ordered 
on a special mission.

"The victory for which America has 
organized and labored, sacriilced and 
borne is about to bo ours," says Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw in a message to 
the women of America. "The task of 
making the country for which our men 
have died worthy of their sacrifice is 
not finished with the imminence of 
vistory, not even with victory itself. 
There remains the greater and moro 
difficult pnrt: To garner up the fruits 
of victory. The work of the women 
of America will not be done until the 
fruits of victory shall include the mak- 
ing of America a better, safer place 
for all than it was before August. 1914. 

"During the movement of a nation 
from a war basis to a peace basis the 
women cannot be relieved from their 
obligation to see that these changes 
mnke for a richer heritage, healthier 
environment and freer opportunity. 

"It is imperative, therefore, that 
there shall be no demobilization of 
the woman power of America. It must 
remain organized. equipped and 
ready for action. We do not know the 
program that will be laid before us; 
wo cannot say what our part in it will 
be. There will be those things thnt 
women have ever held dear — the safe- 
guarding of little children, the edu- 
cation of youth, the health of the peo- 
ple and such great tasks as supplying 
to every willing worker a job, and 
providing for the whole world food. 
But what vve do know is; There can 
be no great performance in which 
women do not play a part. 

"Our present duty, then, is to 
emulate our brothers and sons in 
France. There the men wait with 
vigilance as keen as ever, ready to 
spring to action at- the word of com- 
mand, whether that word be to at- 
tack the enemy again, or to garrison 
a vanquished foe. We, no more than 
they, are mustered out.”

Miss Harriet Ward was in charge of 
the study of the Life of John Hay at

PLUMBERS ASK RAISE 


Employers Persuade Them to Defer De- 
cision to March 1 


A conference was held by represent- 
atives of the master plumbers of New- 
ton, with the representatives of the 
Journeymen plumbers, Thursday night 
to discuss the demand for higher 
wages that the Journeymen have re- 
cently presented. Tho Journeymen 
ask for 40 cents a day additional. 
They now get $33 a week for five and 
a half days’ work at eight hours a 
day. A few get more than that. They 
claim that the wage of the Boston 
plumbers was recently advanced to 
$6.40 a day, and that they should have 
the same, and they further argue that 
the cost of living is constantly advanc- 
ing. 

The master plumbers argue that this 
is an inopportune time to ask for any 
further advances in wages, since 
plumbing work already costs so much 
that tt tends to restrict building, and 
householders will not have any work 
done except in cases of absolute ne- 
cessity. They argue that the prices 
for all kinds of materials tend to come 
down, and they believe that wages 
will have to come down, too, In the 
course of time, if a normal amount of 
plumbing work is going to be done. 
They also figure that many of the sol- 
diers will soon be returning and re- 
suming their work as plumbers. 

The journeymen reply to this, that 
but few of the soldiers are experienced 
men, so that their return will not re- 
lieve the situation much. But it is 
said in reply to this, that the journey- 
men plumbers all over the country 
have been limiting the number of ap- 
prentices, so that they have tended to 
create a monopoly, of which they now 
seem to expect to get the advantage. 

The upshot of the discussion was 
that the journeymen were persuaded 
not to present any final ultimatum at 
the present time, but to wait for a 
while and see how conditions develop. 
The matter will be taken up again 
before March 1, and the master 
plumbers feel confident that the situa- 
tion will have so changed by that time 
that the journeymen will be glad to 
continue on their present rate.

DEATH OF PRIVATE WISWALL 

On Nov. 13. 1918, the death of Prlv. 
Charles H. Wlswnll, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George ,B. Wiswall of 120 Wlswall 
road, Oak Hill, Newton Centro, Mass., 
was announced by the War department 
by telegram to his mother. In this 
telegram It said that ho died In France 
of pneumonia, Oct. 12. This has been 
found incorrect ns to dnte but the 
facts are truo as ho died Oct. 17 in 
Base Hospital, No. D. France, and was 
buried In a section of nn old French 
cemetery reserved for American troops. 
The exact location is not known at 
present by his folks. He was given a 
military funeral and two officers and a 
number of his comrades attended. 
They and French children sent floral 
tributes which were benut.iful. 

Prlv. Charles H. Wlswnll was In the 
135th Field Artillery, Battery A. A. E. 
F., having been in service since June 
26. 1918. He received his training at 
Camp Dix, N. J., nnd arrived in France 
after going to England, about Sept. 12. 
He leaves besides his parents, a sister, 
Mrs. Leslie L. Adams of Newton Cen- 
tre, Mass., a brother, Irving W. Wis- 
wall of the same nddress and another 
brother, Ralph A. Wiswall of Holyoke, 
Mass. At the time lie was called to 
service he was employed by the state 
at North Wilbraham on the State Game 
reservation.

CITY OF NEWTON 


At a meeting of the Board of Health 
held at City Hall on Monday, Dec. 2, 
1918, the following regulations were 
adopted : 

WHEREAS, the Board of Health is 
of the opinion that the sale of ice- 
'cream, soda water and Its combina- 
tions, and the so-called soft or non- 
alcoholic drinks, in improperly 
washed and uncleanly utensils or 
utensils washed in impure water is a 
NUISANCE. SOURCE OF FILTH 
AND CAUSE OF SICKNESS, it is 
hereby 

ORDERED, that the sale of ice- 
cream, soda-water and its combina- 
tions and the so-called soft or non- 
alcoholic drinks, intended to be con- 
sumed on the premise, be and hereby 
is prohibited in the City of Newton, 
except in accordance with the follow- 
ing regulations. 

1. All places designed or intend- 
ed for the sale of ice-cream, soda-wa- 
ter and its combinations, and so- 
called soft or non-alcoholic drinks, in- 
tended to be consumed on the prem- 
ises, shall be provided with a proper 
supply of hot and cold water fit for 
drinking purposes, and with proper 
facilities for washing nnd drying all 
utensils after use. 

2. All utensils used in the serving 
of ice-cream, soda-water and its com- 
binations and the so-called soft or 
non-alcoholic drinks shall be properly 
protected against contamination while 
awaiting use, and after each service, 
shall he rinsed in clean cold water, 
washed in hot water fit for drinking 
purposes and dried, or wiped dry with 
a clenn towel. 

NOTE. In lieu of the above the use 
of individual paper cups and spoons 
is permitted. 

3. The use of straws is forbidden 
except when such straws are proper- 
ly protected against dust, dirt and 
handling before use. 

4. All attendants engaged in serv- 
ing customers at such places shall be 
cleanly in person and dress. 

5. All tables, counters and slabs 
used for service shall be kept clean 
at all times and shall be wiped dry 
after each service. 

6. A copy of these regulations 
shall be kept conspicuously posted in 
each place used for the sale of the 
above mentioned articles.

Mr. Alfred MacDonald, Secretary of 
the Newton Committee on Public Safe- 
ty, has been appointed by the State 
authorities on Soldiers’ Records, Reg- 
istration agent to obtain these records 
for Newton, and Mr. MacDonald and 
his assistants at the Public Safety 
Committee office are now checking the 
list which has been obtained with 
other lists in the hands of the City 
Clerk, Churches, and Fraternal Organ- 
izations. 

When the list of men Is complete, 
efforts will then be made to complete 
the service record of each man, 1. e. 
casualties, promotions, citations, etc. 
Persons having friends or relatives in 
the service whose names they believe 
have not been recorded with the Com- 
mittee on Public Safety are urged to 
iD*e this information. 

The members of the Newton Con- 
stabulary and others who have partici- 
pated in this work have accomplished 
a valuable piece of work and have done 
it well.

The Master Plumbers of Newton en- 
tertained about 60 people on the occa- 
sion of their Get Together meeting 
held at Odd Fellows Hall, Newtonville, 
Friday night. The night was stormy 
or the attendance would have been 
even larger. A fine spirit of co-opera- 
tion was shown. The principal theme 
of the . meeting was “Reconstruction 
after the War,” and getting the busi- 
ness on a firm basis again. The 
plumbing trades have been greatly 
disorganized by the war conditions, 
and various suggestions were made as 
to how normal conditions could be re- 
stored. 

G. Wilbur Thompson presided. John 
E. Daniels of Newton Centre led com- 
munity singing of patriotic songs, and 
John Herman Loud assisted at the 
piano. Mayor Childs, Building Com- 
missioner Furbush, and Alderman 
Clark represented the city government, 
Mr. Clark read a very interesting 
paper on the relations of employer and 
employed, which he had read at a na- 
tional trade meeting. He brought out 
the idea that there must be better re- 
lations after the war between employ- 
ers and employed, and a fuller co-op- 
eration. He drew a parallel between 
conditions here and in Russia, and he 
felt that the very bad conditions in 
that country were largely due to the 
lack of any good relations between the 
capitalists and the workers. 

It was on Friday that Maurice Cole- 
man, plumbing inspector, was buried, 
and the occasion was recognized by 
eulogistic references to the deceased 
by Mayor Childs. Commissioner Fur- 
bush, and the presiding officer. Reso- 
lutions testifying to the respect in 
which Mr. Coleman was held were 
passed unanimously. Among the 
speakers were President Carroll of the 
State Plumbers’ Association, and 
Treasurer Perham of the same organ- 
ization. Mr. Thompson of the Thomp- 
son-Durkee Company brought up the 
matter of co-operative banks, which 
he felt were a great help in the devel- 
opment of a community. Mr. E. F. 
Butler of Newton Centre, who has 
made a study of plumbing codes and 
ordinances all over the country, ex- 
' pressed much satisfaction with the ex- 
isting ordinances now in force in this 
city, and he claimed there is no better 
code of plumbing work anywhere than 
that in force here. The meeting 
showed a good community spirit, and 
it was felt it will be helpful to the 
development of the plumbing and 
building business, and community de- 
velopment.

The fmtion-wlde Child Conservation 
movement, which has formed n pnrt 
of the war program of this year, 
emanated 1 from Washington from the 
Federal Children’s Bureau, which is 
directed by Miss Julia Lathrop. First 
we had a Children’s Week, last year a 
month, while 1918 has been Children’s 
Year. First came the weighing and 
measuring tests, then the campaign 
for proper recreation, recognizing the 
child's right to a normal, happy child- 
hood. as a preparation for life. The 
latest phase is directed towards keep- 
ing him in school or putting him back 
there, if the war with its shortage of 
labor has attracted him into the in- 
dustrial world. Th« value of educa- 
tion as fundamental to the successful 
life needs no defenders in Newton, it 
would seem, yet may not the clubs or 
the Federation render a direct service 
to the community in finding out the 
exact conditions in this matter?

Philip L. Snltonstnll, whose subject 
was “Thrift.’’ The spenker referred 
to the recent War Savings Stamp drive 
ns Massachusetts’ disgrace. Wo start- 
ed out to raise $78,000,000 In this way, 
and the people bought less than $20,- 
000.000 worth of the stamps. She said 
we were just beginning to understand 
the first principles of thrift when the 
war ended. 

“American women with their love 
of luxury and ease had renched a won- 
derful state. People nil over the world 
marvelled over what we had done. 
Our slognn now must be the uncondi- 
tional surrender of everything not 
absolutely necessary, and wo must 
work harder than ever. This is the 
most dangerous time since the war 
began, for now the big problem of 
Americanization is confronting us. 
There arc many forces at work which 
wo club women must help to counter- 
act. Being ' a woman today entails 
grave responsibilities.” 

Mrs. Charles E. Mongon was the 
next speaker, and she wns equally in- 
teresting. She spoke on '*The Food 
Question.” 

Prof. Arthur H. Gilmer of Tufts 
College gave an illustrated lec- 
ture before the Woman’s Club of New- 
ton Highlands in Lincoln Hall Tues- 
day evening on “Understanding our 
Ally, Italy.” The speaker emphasized 
the fact now stressed by all speakers, 
that of a better understanding of the 
nations of the world. Italy, he said, 
hitherto an agricultural country, has 
through the exigencies of war devel- 
oped an industrial power quite unex- 
pected. With coal at $140 a ton phy- 
sical comfort demanded some other 
means of heat, and the streams have 
been made to furnish power in the 
shape of electricity. Even the springs 
have been made to yield up their en- 
ergy. Professor Gilmer predicted that 
the next two decades will see a won- 
derful transformation. He paid high 
tribute to the valor and courage of the 
Italian soldiers. His slides were re- 
markably beautiful and showed many 
of the marvelous achievements of the 
engineers in preparing the way over 
the mountains for the army.

Mr. George M. Angier presided over 
the annual meeting of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau held on Friday eve- 
ning, December 6, at the Newton Club. 
The reports of the officers showed good 
work accomplished and that its oppor- 
tunities for service are limited only by 
its resources. Miss Sara E. Coates, 
the recently appointed general secre- 
tary, presented the annual report pre- 
pared by the acting secretary, given in 
another column. 

At the conclusion of the business 
Mr. Robert J. Fuller, of the Federal 
Board of Vocational Education, told 
of the work of his board for the Re- 
habilitation of Disabled Soldiers. He 
explained that the aim is to advise, to 
train the men for such positions as 
they seem able to fill, to place them 
when qualified and then to follow 
them up. Each man is considered 
separately, some history of his life is 
ascertained, his educational career, 
his occupational history, what he 
would like to do, his personal charac- 
teristics and his intellectual attain- 
ments. 

Mr. Fuller stated that of the major 
disabilities blindness has not been as 
serious as might have been expected, 
there being only about 40 known cases 
at the present time in this district. 
Of the 650 men which have come un- 
der surveillance less than 50 have 
armless or legless disabilities. There 
are 75 now ready for training, and 
from 75 to 100 have already been j 
placed. There are a large number ' 
who must get well first before any- 
thing can be done for them. This 
work he considers is an economic 
work and the board is laying emphasis 
on the necessity for these men learn- 
ing to do a normal worker’s job and 
taking their places In the community 
as normal citizens. 

The election of officers resulted in 
practically the old board being re- 
elected. President, George M. An- 
gier; vice-presidents, Albert P. Car- 
ter, Mrs. Betrand E. Taylor; treas- 
urer. John F. Lothrop; clerk, James 
B. Melcher; directors for three vears, 
Mrs. George W. Auryansen, Leslie H. 
Allen, Mrs. William H. Brown, Mrs. 
Henry H. Carter. Richard B. Carter, 
Bernard Early, George II. Ellis, Miss 
Martha Lathe, John F. Lothrop, Jo- 
seph B. Jamieson, William H. Rice, 
Mrs. Betrand E. Taylor, Keneltn Win- 
slow. Mrs. Charles I). Kepner was 
recently elected a director to fill the 
unexpired term of Mrs. W. E. Gill. 


other problem. Dr. Champion showed 
a number of Ffench posters illustra- 
tive of the way the matter is being 
tnken up there. 

After another group of lullabies by 
Miss Salmon, this time in peasant 
costume ns she rendered a Russian, nn 
Italian nnd a French, Dr. Richard M. 
Smith, secretary of the advisory bonrd 
of the Child Conservation committee 
of the Stato Board of Health, further 
elaborated the need of the work, say- 
ing that it should be involved in all 
reconstruction programs. In discuss- 
ing the infant period, that is, until the 
child is one year old, Dr. Smith stated 
that the death rato can be reduced 
about one-halt through pre-ilntal care. 
This care together with proper nurs- 
ing and medical attendance at birth, 
breast feeding nnd close attention to 
personal hygiene will result in the ag- 
gregate in good health of the child. 
Digestive d.sturbances, respiratory 
diseases and lack of proper care at the 
beginning are responsible for all but 
about 10 per cent, of the deaths of the 
first year. In the next period from 
one year to five only about one-third 
as many die as in the first year, but 
there are a large number of problems 
which it is worth while paying atten- 
tion to. See to it that the children 
develop in a normal and healthy way. 
Postpone the so-called "children’s 
diseases” as long as possible, partic- 
ularly on account of the complications 
that follow, avoid accidents which 
play an Important part in the number 
of deaths. Care for the teeth, take 
care in their feeding, that they have 
the necessary things and are deprived 
of the injurious ones. 

For the school children more has 
been recognized as necessary to be 
done, still there remain many things, 
for example, looking after the defect- 
ive children, those with bad teeth, de- 
fective hearing and sight. We have 
done little to correct these defects. 
Twenty-five per cent, are said to bo 
under weight. This should be cor- 
rected by looking after the proper 
diet for school children. In other 
words, we must convert statistics into 
action. 

Dr. Irving J. Fisher told of the Baby 
Clinics of Newton of which there are 
four, he first having been established 
at the West Newton Neighborhood 
House in July, 1917, and other three 
in February, 1918, at Twombly House 
Dispensary, at the Stearns school and 
at the Newton Hospital Annex at New- 
ton Centre. They are in charge of 
Newton physicians assisted by nurses 
from the hospital. Each of the ex- 
hibition babies was brought to the 
platform, while Dr. Fisher gave a 
brief history of each, its weight at 
birth, its weight when first brought 
to the Clinic, its present weight and 
the nature of the feeding prescribed. 

Mrs. Palmer then told briefly of the 
work of the Girls’ Health Leagues, 
which are being introduced into many 
public schools and have received the 
endorsement of leading educators. 
Miss May Bliss Dickinson, the found- 
er of the idea and the author of the 
textbook which lias been published 
through the initiative of the State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, was pres- 
ent to explain pictures and charts be- 
longing to the exhibit prepared by the 
Federation.

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, the presi- 
dent, opened the subject saying that 
child conservation is one of the most 
fur-reaehing measures growing out of 
the war, for the child is our hope.

EXPERIENCES OF TWO NEWTON 
SOLDIERS 

Newton people will be particularly 
Interested In "My Company,” Captain 
Carroll Swan’s recently published ac- 
count of the experiences In France of 
the famous 101st Englneem (Yankee 
Division). Interesting anecdotes are 
told of two Newton men, Major Porter 
13. Chase, son of Mrs. E. A. Chase, of 52 
Hillside avenue, nnd Fred Adams, a 
former Newton High School football 
player: 

In regard to Major Chase, Captain 
Swan says: 

"This date, October 10th, the day we 
set foot on French soil, was the one 
hundred and seventy-sixth anniversary 
of the founding of our organization In 
Boston. The English officers learned 
of It and a very pretty ceremony was 
staged in their officers’ club. Our 
Major, Porter 13. Chase, a member of 
the outfit for more than twenty years, 
was our spokesman. He Is a man who 
always docs and says the right thing 
at the right time. Incidentally, I was 
proud to have succeeded such an officer 
as Captain of D Company when he re- 
ceived Ills well deserved majority. 
Major Chase traced the history of our 
regiment and toasted the British, 
the French, and the Allied cause. The 
English Colonel replied, as only an 
eloquent English Colonel can, and wel- 
comed us as brothers in arms. We 
sang t..e patriotic and war songs of 
both nations and listened to the stir- 
ring tales of life at the front, and al- 
together It was a delightful evening 
for all 'of us." 

The unselfish consideration shown 
by Fred Adams for his comrades, even 
when seriously wounded himself Is 
illustrated in the following descrip- 
tion of the bursting of a shell among 
several squads of soldiers engaged in 
putting up a barbed-wire system at 
night in front of the trenches: 

"Art. about two in the morning we 
had only a hundred yards to go. Cor- 
poral Walter (Broxy) Shaw’s squad, 
the 6th, had Just leapfrogged over. I 
gathered them around me like a foot- 
ball team. 

"Boys, only one hundred yards more; 
make it fast. We’ll be through in 
half — ” 

Whizz— CRASH— BANG! 

A shell we had not heard landed 
squarely in us. We shall never forget 
that terrible red light, nearly blinding 
us, and the terrific roar ringing in our 
ears for days. When I came to, I was 
lying down covered with earth. I 
thought I was dead, but my legs 
seemed all right, my hea l w’as on, and 
I stood up. There down the line were 
the men, apparently dazed, not know- 
ing whert. to do. Feeling sure more 
shells were coining, I yelled: — 

"Everybody jump to the trench, 
quick!” 

Just as I arrived at the parapet, I 
turned and looked back. The smoke 
was just lifting from that hell-hole. 
There on the ground were seven or 
eight of my boys. Turning to the men 
jumping into the trench, I cried: — 

“Who’s got the guts to go back 
there?” 

Every man who heard it jumped 
out and ran back. There was Broxy, 
the Corporal, dead, the others all 
wounded, some badly. Every one of 
those wounded boys refused to be 
touched until the others had been fixed 
up. Fred Adams, an old Newton High 
football player, had his leg shattered. 
He said: 

"Captain, don’t bother about me; 
mine’s only slight. Take Jimmy Mul- 
len, he’s hit bad. I just feel as if 
some foaitball feller had kicked me In 
the shin, and I’ll get that feller yet." 

Jimmy Mullen protested: "I’m all 
right; take Jim Lewis.” 

Johnny Bines was helping to get 
the men on stretchers when some one 
whispered: "Captain, Johnny’s hit, 
too.” 

I w’ent to him while he was working 
and only knew he was hit because a 
part of his shoulder was gone! 

When we got them to the first-aid 
station, Lewis, who had been lilt again 
by the next shell, refused to be taken 
in for treatment until every other 
wounded comrade had been attended 
to. Afterwards he proved to be the 
worst of all, with two bad wounds. 

There’s the American soldier for 
you! God bless him! 

In this same vivid way, Captain 
Swan pictures the daily life of the 
men of the regiment calling many of 
them by name — often by a familiar 
nickname — and describes the little hap- 
penings that are of the greatest inter- 
est to the families and friends of the 
members as well as their more excit- 
ing experiences. The reader lays “My 
Company" down with the feeling tha^t 
he has had the privilege of looking in 
on — almost sharing — the joys, sorrows, 
dangers and rewards of our soldiers 
overseas.

Dear Sir: 

The I>ocal (Draft) Board for the 
City of Newton is now making its final 
compilations, preparatory to going out 
of existence as a Federal organization. 
The total number of registrants under 
the Jurisdiction of the Board has been 
9054. From this number, 672 have 
gone into the military and naval serv- 
ice of the United States as volunteers, 
664 have been inducted by the Board 
and sent to camp under general calls, 
and 115 have been inducted and sent 
to camp under individual and special 
calls. 

No one who has not been In close 
touch with the work can form any 
adequate conception of the volume of 
labor Involved in registering, classify- 
ing and inducting the registrants, and 
in the innumerable details incidental 
to the business of every Local Board. 
To perform this work without the as- 
sistance of volunteer helpers would 
have’ been a physical Impossibility, 
and assistance has been rendered by 
the citizens of Newton with a willing- 
ness and efficiency which merits this 
grateful acknowledgment by the 
Board.

Over two thousand people were 
present last evening at the State 
Armory in West Newton to honor 
Captain Henry D. Cormerais the for- 
mer commander of Company C, Fifth 
Regiment, who has lately returned 
from service in France. 

The affair was arranged by the 
Newton Committee on Public Safety 
and clearly indicated that the peo- 
ple of Newton have a deep and abid- 
ing interest in the boys from this city 
across the seas. 

The Constabulary band furnished 
popular music as the people were as- 
sembling and the community singing 
thruout the evening was in charge of 
Mr. Alfred Hallam. musical director 
of the War Community Camp service. 

General James G. White was the 
first speaker and in a few eloquent 
words presented Mr. William F. 
Garcelon, president of the Newton 
Committee on Public Safety as the 
chairman of the evening. 

Mr. Garcelon made a brief statement 
of the work of the Public Safety Com- 
mittee saying that he had been told 
many times by others that the Newton 
Committee was the best of its kind in 
the state. He mentioned a few 
branches of the work, saying that the 
community was proud of the Newton 
Constabulary which he believed should 
be kept alive as a social-semi mili- 
tary body ready for any work which 


might he needed. The Co-ordination 
of Aid committee he Raid had seen to 
it that every Newton boy had received 
a sweater and other comforts before 
he left the city. The Food Production 
Committee had done splendid work 
and would continue to encourage the 
production and conservation of food. 
The records also were being prepared 
of every Newton man In the service 
and would be later filed at City Hal! 
for future reference. 

Mayor Childs was greeted with en- 
thusiasm and spoke eloquently of the 
gain we had made in this war in unity 
of spirit and the elimination of snob- 
bishness and bigotry. He said that 
our boys have been fighting for prin- 
ciples over there and we must prac- 
tise those same principles in oar daily 
lives in order to preserve that for 
which they have fought. 

Congressman Robert Luce was: 
proud that we were the deciding fac- 
tor that turned the scale for victory 
and among the reasons for which we 
should rejoice he mentioned our free- 
dom to use the blessings that God has 
given us, our right to be happy and 
prosperous, the breaking down of 
class distinctions so that there was no 
longer Catholic and Protestant. Jew 
or Gentile, but one designation^ 
"American.” We had also fourht a 
fight for others, not fer ourselves. We

ness have devoted their time and 
labor to the work which, if required 
in a different cause, would have been 
irksome drudgery. The truly wonder- 
ful willingness with which the entire 
country adopted the Selective Service 
Law. has been emphasized in this city, 
not only by the fine spirit shown by 
the drafted men, and by the loyal and 
painstaking work of the employees of 
the Hoard, but especially by the 
alacrity of our follow-citizens in giv- 
ing their services day after day and 
night after night in order to make the 
drnft an amnzing success.

The Finance committee reported in- 
expedient on $176 for investigating 
the heating plants in city undoings; 
on $676 tor a ritle range on the old 
church huildlu*; and on $8UUU for al- 
terations in the City Hail. They aLo 
said that no action was necessary on 
$100 for care of insecure build. ngs. 
$12 a month Soldiers’ Relief was ap- 
proved for Delia Delnhanty. At- 
tachments were grnnted to Telephone 
Co. on Jackson street; the Garden 
City Garage was allowed 2 taxicabs, 
ami John J. Cady an express truck li- 
cense. 

The nreworks were expected on the 
recommendations of the City Buildings 
committee that $16,000 be authorized 
for changes in school buildings re- 
quired by the state police nnd on a 
payment of $2472 for architect fees 
on the plans for the same, but they 
were referred to the Finance commit- 
tee. 

The report of the City Buildings 
committee in regard to the passage 
of a resolution asking the School com- 
mittee to appoint a janitor-in-chief to 
the effect that this resolution ^ a 
new draft should bo referred to the 
Rules committee was the first matter 
debated. It was pointed out that the 
proposed change did not require a new 
ordinance as it was regulated by the 
present city charter. The debate on 
passing the new resolution was inter ■- 1 
esting. Alderman Blake did not hesi- | 
tate to severely criticize the buildings 
commissioner for neglect and incom- 
petency in the care of school build- 
ings. He called attention to the re- 
quirement that annual reports on con- 
dition of the school buildings was not 
complied with, and only two such re- 
ports had been filed since 1911, nnd 
those were of no vnlue whatever. The 
annual reports of the department he 
also asserted were not issued until 
late In the following year, and did not 
show how the money was spent in the 
least degree. 

Alderman Harriinan believed that 
the School committee ought \o have 
full control over the maintenance nnd 
repair of the school buildings, and that 
the present half and half method 
should be changed by legislation, if 
necessary. 

Alderman Holl’s said the. principal 
matter the board should settle should 
be In the line of adenuate supervision 
of fire, hazard conditions. Alderman 
Clark tVd not agree with Mr. Blake, 
and criticized the school committee 
for its apparent indifference towards 
the safety of the children, and their 
neglect to properly maintain the fa- 
cilities installed by the board last 
year. He said that if the school au- 
thorities did not believe in fire stops 
they should be compelled to take ac- 
tion. ns it was useless to expend 
money to protect life if they were not 
utilized. He wanted the responsibil- 1 
it v for conditions fixed at once, and 
forever after maintained. 

Alderman Blake defended the school 
system of fire drills and signals and 
thought what was needed was fre- 
quent inspection of the facilities for 
safety of life. 

I Alderman Hollis’ motion to table 
was lost, and the Blake resolution 
adopted. Alderman Harrlman’s reso- 
lution for a committee to consider the 
whole question to see if additional 
legislation was required was also 
j adopted. 

The Mayor was authorized to peti- 
' tlon the legislature for acts to amend 
the city charter to define power of re- 
I movals in the police and fire depart- 
ments. although Alderman Clark op- 
‘ posed a dual authority in this respect; 
to amend the city charter so that the 
hoard might fix the salary of the 
mayor, during which Alderman Whid- 
rleTi opposed any authority to dimin- 
ish the salary, and Alderman Blake 
thought it ought to be fixed by the 
legislature, and to continue the 
Charles River boulevard to Jefferson 
and Maple streets. 

Alderman McCarthy had the board 
adont a resolution for a committee to 
prenare suitable memorials to lie pre- 
sented to every man from Newton in 
the uniformed service of the country. 

The board, also at the suggestion of 
A l demon Bl«ke. passed n resolution 
expressing its appreciation of the 

ork of Mnlor Lee W. Johnson with 
♦he student-soldiers at the Technical 
High School. 

A coimnjttee comnosed of President 
Fnriv.

tion reserved the right to keep an 
emergency che t In th s chest were 
put nrtlcles, the materials of which 
were not purchased nt the rooms of 
the A. F. F. W„ nnd distributed by the 
committee in charge, whenever an 
emergency presented Itself — for In- 
‘t-ince. 30 pairs so'ks were sent to 
Hendqunrters Troop of General Ed- 
wards; 72 pairs sent to Rev. Oscar 
Hawes, to be distributed by him in 
France; 20 cloth sweaters were given 
to Mrs. Stuart to he sent to British 
soldiers; knitted articles, pajamas nnd 
night iackets to ItaPnn relief rooms. 

Having had no parent fund on which 
to call, the women of this association 
not only worked up the materials but 
raised the fund with which the mate- 
rials were purchased. This was done 
in various ways, chiefly under the di- 
rection of an entertainment commit- 
tee. created in March, which was for- 
tunate in procuring Mr. Arthur Fair- 
brother, who spoke on the work of 
U. S. secret service and spies in this 
country; Miss Mnbcl Tidd on Use and 
Misuse of Nervous Energy; Mr. Whip- 
ple of Harvard llnl ersity on Russia; 
Senator John W. Weeks on Financing 
the War; Chahoin Cabanel on his 
work among the w'dows and orphans 
of France; Dr. Eliza Ransom Taylor 
on her proposed work in France 
among the women and children. Other 
speakers were men who had seen act- 
ive service in France. An auction 
bridge party was held at the Newton 
Club. Mrs. M. H. Cooley and Mrs. 
Bowen were hostesses nt an auction 
bridge party given at Mrs. Cooley’s 
residence. 

In April the association, in co-op- 
eration with the Red Cross, held two 
large entertainments in Bray Hall. 
Mrs. F. A. M. Bird had charge of a 
recital by Mr. George Copeland. An- 
other enterprise to raise money was 
the rummage sale in the early sum- 
mer. 

In September Mrs. Yates donated 
the contents of her conservatory and 
a sale of plants and vegetables was 
held In Dean Burton’s garden.

On the afternoon of one. quilting was 
done, and Miss Widger entertained the 
workers by reading some of Alfred 
Noyes’ poems. 

The Association expressed its in- 
debtedness to Mr. Bray for the many 
times Bray Hall had been placed at 
its disposal; to the Newton Club 
house; to Mr. H. H. Wilcox for the 
many books he donated, the proceeds 
of which helped swell the treasury; 
but words were inadequate to express 
the deep appreciation for the privilege 
of working in the parish house 

The finished articles were taken to 
Boston by some of its own members, 
thereby having saved express charges. 

During Red Cross drives, the Asso- 
ciation responded to several of their 
calls, and also gave assistance at the 
time of the Halifax disaster, and was 
always ready to respond to any emer- 
gency work. 

The shipment of articles for the 
year ending November 6. consisted of 
surgical dressings. 88.059; draw pads, 
1.974; comfort pillows. 127; large 
feather pillows, 3; knitted articles. 
10.154; cloth sweaters. 255; refueee 
clothing. 674; hospital hags, 1.016; 
handkerchiefs. 625; felt slippers, 
4.051; pa lamas, 616; miscellaneous ar- 
ticles. 563; and 1200 books.

HROBATE COURT. 


The home-returning boys will have 
.many stories to tell of strange hap- 
penings on tho other side. We have 
heard of some already. One of the 
most surprising, was the meeting of 
two Auhurndnlc brothers, sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Theodore W. Gore, described 
in theso extracts from their letters. 
In a letter dated September 22nd, 
John Gore wrote: 

"After landing in Frnnce we trav- 
eled 24 hours, very slowly and often 
delayed for hours nt a station, and 
then were ordered out to barracks. 
Wo had had no idea where we were 
going and 1 was surprised enough 
when we left the train to find myself 
in Chatenuroux. The next morning 
I inquired for Sam’s hospital. It was 
In plain sight nnd but five minutes’ 
walk away. I hurried over and found 
TSam w.thout trouble as he was stand- 
ing in line to get breakfast." 

The following quotation from Sam- 
uel’s letter gives his version of en 
counter and continues the tale. He 
had been over a year in France and 
li a met but one acquaintance in that 
time. 

"The 18th of September was some 
day with me. The night before a mail 
came in with, among others, a letter 
liom John from Camp Merritt, New 
Jersey, saying that he hoped to be 
over soon. Imagine my surprise the 
next morning, as I was standing in 
"chow" line, waiting for the doors to 
open when lo, and behold! John stands 
in front of me with his hand extended 
and a grin on his face. Why, I never 
.received such a surprise in my life, 
no, not since the day I saw my name 
on the honor-list when graduating 
from Newton High. It sure did my 
eyes good to feast on him. You see he 
had reached Chateauroux at midnight 
and the next morning he hiked over 
when the “chow" bell rang at- his 
place. He was expecting to be order- 
ed away any minute and could not 
stay. I gave him your letters and we 
.said good-bye. At noon I was eating 
dinner when he appeared again. 
(Enough to give anyone the “jumps” 
supposing him miles away). It seems 
that a mistake had been made and 
they ought never to have come to 
Chateauroux, but now that they were 
hero they would spend the day. John 
got released from guard duty and I 
had no trouble in getting oft’, so we 
had about two hours together. I 
took him around and showed him all 
the most interesting sights, and then 
we went to the station and 1 waited 
till his train left. It was a mighty 
pleasant afternoon. As John repeat- 
edly remarked, the more one thought 
about it, the more one must think it 
,was an act of Providence that he 
should come right straight here to 
Chateauroux almost as soon as pos- 
sible for a whole day, only to move to 
section entirely remote from here 
in an entirely different direction."

Fred Erwin Whiting, for many years 
business manager of the Boston Her- 
ald, died Saturday at his home in Au- 
burndale, at the age of almost sixty- 
one years, which he would have reach- 
ed had he lived until December 21. He 
had been ill for the past three months. 
He was a native of Brookline, where he 
was born on December 21, 1857, the 
son of George Frederick and Harriet 
Louisa (Learned) Whiting. His father 
was from Cambridge and his mother 
was of a Belmont family. He was a 
lineal descendant of Nathaniel Whiting 
of Dedham, who In 1643 married Han- 
nah White, the daughter of John 
White. 

Mr. Whiting received his early train- 
ing In prlvnte schools and nt the Cam- 
bridge High, after which he went to 
Harvard College, and was graduated 
with the class of 1880. For the next 
year he was connected with the Bos- 
ton Knob Company, of which his 
father was president. He then be- 
came private secretary of R. M. Pulsl- 
fer, at that time the business manager 
of the Herald. While serving in this 
capacity Mr. Whiting had the oversight 
of a number of outside interests with 
which Mr. Pulsifer was concerned, es- 
peciallv when the latter was abroad. 

In March, 1888, Mr. Whiting was ad- 
mitted to partnership in the firm of R. 

M. Pulsifer & Co., then owners and 
publishers of the Herald, and later, 
when the Herald property was trans- 
ferred to the Boston Herald Company, 
Mr. Whiting became a member of the 
new organization as clerk of the cor- 
poration, as a director and as assistant 
busines manager of the paper and later 
as manager.

WHAT A NEWTON SOLDIER SAYS 
ABOUT TIIE RED ( ROSS 


The following is an extract from a 
letter, which gives an idea what the 
Red Cross are doing, and have been 
doing in France. 

This was written on Red Cross pa- 
per and sent to Mrs. Beckwith of 
Newton, from her son, Lieut. C. H. 
Beckwith. 

France, Oct. 28, 1918. 
Dear Mother: — 

“No," I’m not in a Red Cross hos- 
pital, as the paper may suggest, but 
bummed this from that very excellent 
society, without which we would be in 
need of many things. A word about 
the American Red Cross. You prob- 
ably tried to imagine the use to which 
those "dressings" would be put. I 
won’t try to tell you how they are 
us&i. but those very ones you made 
are saving boys’ lives every day here. 
The Red Cross hospitals you know 
about, but you probably don’t know 
about them getting up near the front 
when we are going in or coming out, 
and handing out hot chocolate, or cof- 
fee. or chocolate bars, or a smoke, and 
evervone will swear that it saved his 
life absolutely. Your knitting cannot 
be sent to me. but you give any knit- 
ting you do to the Red Cross, and 
someone will get it who needs it. 
Others do the same, and I’ll get socks, 
sweaters, and all I need. Enough 
cannot be said in praise of the Red 
Cross, from one who knows.

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EDITORIAL 


The taxpayers of this city should 
thoroly understand the real situation 
in regard to making our school houses 
safe from Are. Following the Pea- 
body fire of some two years ago, the 
^ity appointed an excellent commis- 
sion to look over our school buildings 
and recommend what should he done to 
make them safe from fire. Tho head 
of that Commission was Mr. C. M. 
Goddard, for over HO years secretary 
of the New England Fire Insurance 
Exchange and undoubtedly the best 
posted man in the state on fire condi- 
tions. On their report the city 
promptly voted over $50,000 all of 
which has been expended on practical- 
ly the lines suggested by that Com- 
mission. A ‘. M rge part of this money 
was used in the installation of sprink 
lers in the basement of every school 
building, a form of fire protection uni- 
versally recognized as of the first 
rank. In the meantime, the state po- 
lice acting under regulations, au- 
thorized by statute, had inspected our 
school buildings and had formulated 
certain ideas ns to what should be 
done in the way of fire protection. 
Unfortunately, the state police takes 
but little stock in the effectiveness of 
sprinklers, notwithstanding the testi- 
mony of experts on fire protection, 
and at the present time are insisting 
that in addition to what the city has 
already done, it shall expend some- 
thing over $50,000 more, the greater 
part o£ which is for the placing of fire 
doors, or smoke doors, in the corridors 
of our school buildings. In brief, the 
difference between the Fire Hazard 
Commission and the State Police is. 
that the Commission believes in stop- 
ping a fire as soon as it starts, while 
the State Police take the attitude that 
when a fire has started, everything 
should be done to prevent a panic by 
confining the smoke to portions of the 
building. The regulations of the State 
iPe on this line are required to be 
feonable” by the statute which 
lfthorizos the same and with a pos- 
sible cost of $50,000 facing us, it 
might seem advisable to let the State 
Police summon the city into court and 
find out by judicial decision, whether 
or not the previous action of the city 
id not considered a reasonable pre- 
vention against fire. We believe it 
would be a good gamble for the city 
and might be of great value in show- 
ing the State Police just where they 
stand. 


From statements expressed at the 
last meeting of the aldermen it is 
evident that the school authorities are 
either lacking in supervision or in 
control over the janitors employed by 
them. The report of the Fire Hazard 
Commission two years ago showed an 
alarming condition of affairs as re- 
gards a fire menace, and one which 
should have been merely mentioned to 
have been immediately righted. It is 
evident, however, that fire hazard con- 
ditions have not greatly Improved and 
public opinion should be immediately 
exerted to force the school committee 
to take steps to actually supervise 
these conditions. Fire doors are of 
.little use when tied back with rope 
or string and oily rags should have 
a proper receptacle. The aldermen 
have asked the school committee to 
appoint a janitor-in-chief for this pur- 
pose and this is a possible way to 
remedy conditions but the best solu- 
tion will probably be along the lines 
suggested by Alderman Harriman, and 
to change our charter so that the 
school committee shall have full and 
complete charge of the school build- 
ings and not divide responsibility, as 
at present, with the Public Buildings 
Commissioner. But whatever is done 
there should be an immediate demand 
that every possible fire menace to the 
lives of our children should be im- 
mediately removed by the school com- 
mittee.

SCHOOLS CLOSE TWO WEEKS 


Much Sickness, and Longer Vacation 
Thought Desirable 

The schools closed this afternooon 
for a two weeks’ vacation. It was or- 
iginally planned to have a two weeks’ 
vacation for the holidays this year. 
But the schools were sb badly inter- 
rupted by the influenza epidemic, that 
it was thought it would be necessary 
to restrict the holiday vacation this 
year to one week. 

But recently there has been much 
illness, and it was decided It would be 
better to close for the two weeks. 
About 20 teachers have been out this 
week for illness, largely grip and in- 
fluenza. and the total absences of 
pupils the first of the week aggregated 
12 per cent. This is much below the 
total of absences during the original 
epidemic, still it is a fairly large pro- 
portion.

Captain Cormerals was greotod with 
cheer after cheer followed by loud 
applause. He gave an interesting 
talk, chiefly telling what Company C 
boys had done since they left tho city. 
He, personally, had not been in com- 
mand of the Company since it was 
combined with Co. O of the old ninth 
regiment and had become Co. C of the 
101s» Regiment, but he had been at- 
tached to the headquarters of that 
regiment and had many opportunities 
to keep in touch with the men. As he 
mentioned the name of this, that or 
the other man, it was greeted with ap- 
plause Capt. Cormerais said that C 
Compnny was made up of just ordinary 
boys and on the way over they w’ere 
terribly afraid the war w'ould cease 
before they arrived. He told of the 
Incidents on the transport when every 
man wore a life belt and speculated 
on whether they would take a chance 
on n life raft or the boot In case of 
attack. They had a splendid recep- 
tion in France and had plenty of hard 
work while 4n training. When they 
nrrived nt the front trenches, 7 men 
out of the 13 selected from volunteors 
for the first raid In No Man’s land 
were from C Co. Keefe he said was 
the wild Indian of the Company, but 
was already ready to go into No 
Man’s land and complained wher. he 
was npt allowed to do so. He told of 
the capture of Holtz, Doherty, and 
Muldoon, and how glad he wns to read 
recently that they had arrived in 
France from a German prison. He 
described how the boys were “de- 
loused" and the process of “weeding 
the shirt.” Lieut. Edmunds, who had 
been transferred to Co. E of the 102nd 
regiment, he said, was a brave soldier, 
out in front all the time just a little 
bit ahead of everyone else, and had 
fully earned his recent promotion. 
One Interesting comment on the lack 
of bigotry was mentioned when he 
told how Chaplain Rollins, frequently 
acted as altar boy for Father O’Con- 
nor at Sunday morning mass of the 
regiment and predicted that we would 
hear some wonderful tales of these 
two chaplains when the boys returned. 
The company, he said, had been great- 
ly scattered, some to this company, 
some to that and we would now find 
them all over France. But he felt sure 
that C Company's luck as he termed 
it had Tollowed them nil. He felt 
proud indeed of these men and only 
wished they could all be right in the 
Armory with him at the present 
moment. 

Members of the State Guard acted 
as ushers and a detail was lined up 
at the entrance as the people entered. 

The evening closed with the singing 
of the Star Spangled Banner.

Plans for a memorial for the late 
William Butler of Newton Centre, to 
be erected in Delhi. India, at the cost 
of over a quarter of a million, by the 
Methodist Board of Foreign Missions 
and the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society, have just been completed. 

Dr. Butler, who was for many years 
a resident of Newton Centre, was the 
founder of Methodist missions in both 
India and Mexico. The memorial is 
one of numerous projects contem- 
plated In New England’s share in the 
great centpn^rv cplebrntJnn of the 
founding of Methodist missions, In- 
volving the raising and expending of 
S85.000.000 during a period of five 
years. 

The site of the memorial comprises 
11 3-4 acres on Mutiny Ridge, from ( 
which place Dr. Butler saw the mu- 
tineers driven out bv the British in I 
1857*. It will be sufficiently large to 
accommodate a large church, a mis- 
sion hall, boarding school for boys and 
"Tls two hosp’tnls and residences for 
the District Superintendent, Circuit 
missionaries and school principals. 

Dr. Butler Is the author of “From 
Boston to Bareilly.” published in 1880. 
which gives a masterly description of 
conditions in India at that time. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. W. H. Thurber and Miss Clemen- 
tina Butler, both of Providence, R. I. 


The funeral of the late Lieut. Wal- 
lace M. Leonard, Jr„ who died last 
week at Camp Sherman, in Ohio, was 
held Sunday afternoon in Grace 
church, Newton, and tho edifice was 
filled with the friends, including Rear 
Admiral Spencer S. Wood, U. S. N., 
and his staff, who came to pay him 
the last tribute of affection.

The body was 
escorted to the Newton cemetery by 
the Newton Compnny of the State 
Guard and the Marine Band, the na- 
tional colors lying on the hearse. 

Lieut. Leonard fought at Chateau- 
Thierry as commander of the Marines, 
and was awarded the Croix de Guerre 
and the Distinguished Service medals 
for bravery in that engagement. He 
has b6en detailed at Camp Sherman 
for the past few months, and died 
from pneumonia.

WrIAl AUUtALfcD TO CHINbSE 


Consideration Accorded Women by 

British Authorities Evidently Made 
Deep Impreasion on Natives. 

"Tf one were to ask a native of Wei- 
hal-wel what were the characteristics 
of British rule that he most appre- 
ciated, one would perhaps expect him 
to emphasize the comparative freedom 
from petty extortion and tyranny, the 
obvious endeavor (not always success- 
ful) to dispense even-handed Justice, 
the facilities for trade, the improve- 
ment of means of communication. It 
was not on answer of this kind, how- 
ever, thnt I received from an intelli- 
gent nnd plain-spoken resident, to 
whom I put this question,” It. F. John- 
ston says In “Lion and Drngon in 
Northern Chinn.” 

" ‘What Is It we like best in our 
British rulers? I will tell you,’ he 
snld. ‘Our native roads are narrow 
pathways, and very often there is no 
room for two persons to pass unless 
one yields the road to the other. When 
our last rulers — the Japanese — met our 
small-footed women . . . along such 
a path they never stepped aside to let 
the woman pass by . . . An Eng- 
lishman, on the contrary, whether 
mounted or on foot, always leaves the 
rond to the woman. He will walk de- 
liberately Into n deep snowdrift rather 
thnn let a Chinese woman step off the 
dry path. We have come to under- 
stand that the men of your honorable 
country all act In the same way. and 
this Is what we like about English- 
men.’ ” 


WHY THEY ARE “DOUGHBOYS” 


Origin of Nickname Applied to United 
States Infantrymen Traced to 
Mexican War. 

The term "doughboy” ns a nickname 
for the American Infantryman Is a 
very old one, dating back to the Mexi- 
can war of 1846. In that year the 
United States regular soldiers first 
made acquaintanceship with the 
houses of mud-colored, sun-dried 
bricks that are seen everywhere, even 
today. In New Mexico, Arizona and the 
southern part of California. 

These bricks are called by the Mexi- 
can adobes (pronounced “dobles”), a 
term also applied to the small, squat, 
flat-roofed houses built with them. 

When the American invaders en- 
tered \?hat was then Mexican terri- 
tory, the infantrymen found these 
dwellings — mostly deserted by their 
panic-stricken Inhabitants — handy as 
blllo^ nnd promptly occupied them ns 
such. But the cavalrymen, who had 
to be near their picketed horses out 
on the open prairie, were unnble to 
nvnll themselves of similar accommo- 
dation. 

Tartly In envy, nnd partly In good- 
nntured chaff, these christened their 
more fortunate comrades "dobie dodg- 
ers,” afterwards shortened to "dobles,” 
a good, round-sounding nickname that 
was bound to stick, and which In 
course of time became corrupted Into 
"doughboys.”

It Is evident from the nppenmnee 
of the French flag ns a pictorial dec- 
oration that many artists nre unaware 
that the tri-color does not consist of 
the three colors, blue, white and red, 
In equal proportion.

Mrs. H. A. Nealley told of Guate- 
mala and Honduras, they, too, pos- 
sessing a wealth of possibilities in 
their natural resources.

A meeting of the Newton Centre 
Red Cross was held Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 3rd, in Bray Hall. About 75 were 
present. Mrs. Morton E. Cobb intro- 
duced Mr. H. H. Kendall who took 
charge of the meeting. Mrs. fb'orge 
W Jackson reported on sewing and 
knitting as follows: On Sept. 11, 7.917, 
the Newton Centre Red Cross Hiuse 
opened Its doors for work with Mrs. 
George Holmes in charge. From small 
beginnings great production has come, 
and she who led us through those first 
trying months of our organization, de- 
serves our warmest praise. Mrs. Matt 
B. Jones then assumed the charge and 
to her unfailing loyalty we one and all 
who have served under her in every 
capacity can only rejoice that we were 
so privileged. I offer a tribute to one 
and all who have worked so faithfully 
the past year. The Red Cross women 
of the Newton Centre Sewing Depart- 
ment feeling that they were all work- 
ing for a Just and righteous cause nave 
let nothing mar or hurt their unity of 
purpose. All have worked as one; one 
aim, one hope, how best to serve. Our 
Junior Department meeting each Mon- 
day afternoon, with the school children 
Joining made 11,472 articles besides 
helping with the knitting. The four 
Newton Centre schools with the stivong 
co-operation of head master and teach- 
ers stood 100 per cent strong in the 
Jr. Red Cross Drive for membership. 
They have co-operated In every drive 
and all good works. They sen|t one 
month 175 pairs of Bocks, another 116 
sweaters, another 40 pairs wrlsters. 
The Rice School sent In 96 knitted 
articles, miscellaneous articlles 1,376, 
65 lbs. peach stones, raised $10 by sal- 
vage. Mason School knitted articles 
227, sewed articles 114, miscellaneous 
3.198. The co-operation and generosity 
of the stores and many Individuals has 
been wonderful. Our Kit Department 
with 1,372 kits to their credit has done 
splendid work. A call for 100 checker 
bags for the Y. M. C. A. was answered 
In one day by the Jr. Dept., 100 filled 
Xmas bags went to the Newton South 
Allies who have cordially helped us 
out in our sewing; 900 bags for the 
boys at the Technical High School 
were sent in. To our Oak Hill Auxil- 
iary we owe sincerest thanks. The 
Halifax Drive and the Belgian Drive 
were more than nobly answered. 60 
hospital garments at the time of the 
epidemic were made in two days. No 
call goes unanswered. Total attend- 
ance for 9 months, 4,605. The House 
has been open 5 days in the week from 
9 to 6 and Wednesday evening. The 
following articles have been made, 
Sweaters 923, Socks 3,740 pairs, Mis- 
cellaneous articles 1,336, Pajamas 358 
pairs, Convalescent robes 234, Miscel- 
laneous sewed articles. 8, 202 making a 
total of 33,953 articles. 

Mrs. William H. Bundy reports for 
the Surgical Dressings as follows: As 
one of the directors of the Surgical 
Dressings Unit of the American Red 
Cross of Newton Centre I beg to sub- 
mit the following report of the year’s 
work. During the past twelve months 
there have been made 222,809 dress- 
ings, varying from the tiniest drain 
and wipe to the largest pad, roll and 
jacket. These dressings have always 
been most grajtefully received at Head- 
quarters and never but once was it 
necessary to return to us any dressing 
to be remade. During all our so-called 
“drives” it has been possible for us, 
due to the splendid spirit of the work- 
ers to finish each “quotta” on time and 
with often times a few extra dressings 
for good measure. We have had as 
our year's attendance 10,116 persons; 
every worker splendid in spirit and co- 
operation. I have been truly fortunate 
in having until the year’s closing my 
ablest assistants in directors, head of 
branches of the work, cutting, sewing, 
inspection, packing and monitors. Our 
one thought was “for the boys over 
there”. May I Just here pay tribute to 
each one who has always bravely put 
her or his shoulder to the wheel — 
You note I say his as well as her for 
I want you to know that many of the 
men of our constabulary made it pos 
sible to do our work. The ladies who 
came to us Monday evenings, the New- 
ton Hospital Annex Nurses, the group 
at the Congregational Church as well 
as our workers of Monday and Tues- 
day morning and Wednesday after- 
noon, each doing splendidly their part, 
made the united whole. Many who 
could not be with us personally have 
greatly aided us by sending, in addi- 
tion to their regular subscriptions to 
the Treasurer, gifts of money to be 
used by us to increase the efficiency of 
the unit. Thus we have our cutting 
knife, electric machines, much of our 
uppliandes and equipment; — money 
having been expended through your 
Treasurer. 

I also acknowledge various loans of 
chairs, tables, heaters, desks, electric 
fans, chests, flag and the splendid gift 
in the shape of a receipted bill for 
screens and doors. I thank all who 
have given time, labor, money or ma- 
terial for our unit. It is with a thank- 
ful heart to you all that I say it has 
been splendid to have the opportunity 
to work for you and with you for this 
branch of the work of the American 
Red Cross. 

Mr. H. H. Kendall then spoke of 
how Newton Centre first started Red 
Cross Work, and the first to have a 
house of its own. A committee was 
appointed to collect funds and this 
necessitated a treasurer. Mr. J. Bart- 
lett Melcher was appointed and re- 
ported up to date money received from 
monthly contributions und gifts, $12,- 
971.22, Expenditures $12,608.65, leaving 
a balance of $462.67. Mr. C. E. Kelsey, 
chairman of the Newtou Red Cross 
spoke of the great result of this work; 
it has brought about a spirit of true 
democracy among the people, also how 
ready Newton has been to meqt all 
demands, never without material to 
work with and never failed to fill any 
quota, and also readx to help others. 

Up to this time Newtou bus been 
u branch of the Metropolitan, now it 
becomes an independent Chapter, with 
Newtou Centre as a branch. Under 
this new organization a committee has 
been appointed to act on all business 
and to elect officers for the comiug 
year. The following uomiutrtious were 
made, Chairman Mrs. Morton E. Cobb, 
Vice-Chairman, Mrs. E. M. Fowle, 
Treasurer, Mr. J. Bartlett Melcher, 
Secretary, Mrs. E. A. Andrews. 


AIR FIGHT 

The following letter has Just been 
received by Mr. Robert 8. Bowen of 
Tarsons street, West Newton, from his 
son, Lieut. Robert S. Bowen, R. A. F. 

Lieutenant Bowen was horn in New- 
ton 18 years ago and volunteered for 
the American Field Service in France 
in 1917. When the United States took 
over this service, he was returned 
home on account of his age. He then 
enlisted in the Royal Flying Corps of 
Canada and was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant on the British Royal 
Air Force last June. 

Nov. 12, 1918. 

England. 

Dear Dad: — 

Well, I’ll say I’m the happiest fel- 
low alive. I got two Huns, Dad! Oh, 
hoy! wait till I tell you about it. 

I went to France a little while ago 
and Joined my squadron. All I did 
was practice formation and shooting. 
We got news that it was pretty sure 
the Huns were going to sign the arm- 
istice, so I went to the squadron com- 
mander and asked him to let me go 
over the lines. He Bald I’d better not. 
but I pleaded and finally he said I 
might. You see a new pilot is not 
supposed to go over the lines until a 
week after joining his squadron. 

Well, I received my Instructions and 
waB especially warned not to lose the 
formation or it would be all up with 
me. We went off a little after dawn 
and I got my first “archie" (anti-air- 
craft shell). I was scared, but it was 
wonderful to realize that 1 was over 
the German lines. When we got over 
a short way we met a Hun formation 
and I decided to stick to my patrol 
leader, as I had lost my bearings and 
would need someone to guide me home. 
Well, in about two seconds 1 found 
myself in an awful mlxup. All of a 
sudden everybody dove through some 
clouds. I dove, too, as quickly as I 
could, but when I came out of them 
the bunch was nowhere to be seen 

My God! But I felt queer. I was 
alone and lost over Hunland. I was 
so scared that I could hardly control 
the bus. In a second I got my senses 
back and climbed through the clouds 
and headed west and was going to 
fly in that direction until I was sure 
I was over Allied ground. Well, I 
thought I was on the lookout when 
all of a sudden I heard the rattle of 
machine guns in back of me, and look- 
ing around I saw two Huns on my 
tail. I can’t explain how I felt. Dad. 
but I sure thought my time had come. 
I don’t know what I did, but I found 
myself on one of the Hun’s tail and 
dove at him engine full on and let 
drive. Suddenly he burst all to pieces 
in flames and went down like a rock. 
The other bird had gotten on my tail 
again and I tried to think what to do, 
but couldn’t. He was getting me for 
sure when suddenly I tried a trick I 
remembered and he went past me like 
H — . Well, I got on him and let go 
with every gun. I was diving so fast 
that I went past him and just as I did 
his whole wing went off and he threw’ 
up his hands and jumped. I w’as so 
close that I saw his face, and, believe 
me, I will never forget it. 

I w’as still above the clouds and 
didn’t dare go through them to see 
where he hit for fear of meeting an- 
other Hun squadron, so I turned west 
and flew as far as I thought best and 
then came down and took a look 
around. To my great joy I saw an 
airdrome with Allied machines and 
w’ent down and got my bearings and 
flew home. I reported my fight, but it 
was hard luck for me because I have 
no idea where they went down, and 
therefore they can’t be credited as of- 
ficial. But I don't care— I got them, 
Dad! My bus has 33 bullet holes in it 
and three in my flying suit, which 
shows I was sure in some close action. 
I tried to cable this news to you, but 
couldn’t. I have done some more 
flights over 1 the lines, but no more 
scraps. 

I am in England again on special 
duty, about which I can’t tell you. 
Gee! Dad. I sure do feel fine! It was 
my ambition to do something w’orth 
while, although it is very small. 

Give my love to all, and thank you 
all for helping me in every way.

headquarters are In our office. At 
about this same time, the Newton 
Branch of the Red Cross assumed the 
financial responsibility and oversight 
of the Home Service Section. We also 
maintain in this connection an Infor- 
mation Service for those who wish 
knowledge In regard to the provisions 
of the War Risk Insurance Law or 
any other matters pertaining to sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ families. The New- 
ton Welfare Bureau has felt that this 
was their contribution to the war work 
of the community, and our volunteers 
work with both the Red Cross and 
Welfare Bureau families. 

In these dnys we hear a great deal 
about patriotism. The activities of 
the Welfare Bureau are just as impor- 
tant now ns they were before the war 
made so many demands on our time 
and money, and it is our duty as good 
patriotic to better the conditions in our 
own city, to help our people live richer, 
less dendenlng lives, and to give the 
children a chnnce to grow Into strong- 
er men and women. "This Is the day 
of the people, but the strength of the 
people is the strength of the individ- 
uals in relation to the community,” 
says Judge Frederick P. Cabot of the 
Boston Juvenile Court. Therefore 
our community will be strengthened 
as we make the individuals in it richer 
in resources and abilities. This is the 
aim of the Welfare Bureau.

NEWTON So YEARS AGO 


From the Newton Graphic of 
Dec. 1, 1893 


The llcining Hand to Misfortune and 
Need— Annual Report 

The Newton Welfare Burenu had its 
annual meeting Friday night at the 
Newton Club. Robert J. Fuller, su- 
pervisor of advisement and training 
for the Federal Board of Vocational 
Education, gave an address on "The 
Work of Rehabilitation for Disabled 
Soldiers." George Angler, who pre- 
sided. was re-elected president for the 
ensuing year, and A. P. Cotter and 
Mrs. Bertram E. Taylor were chosen 
vice-presidents, and J. F. Lothrop, 
treasurer. 

The annual renort is as follows: — 

To the Newton Welfare Bureau, as 
to many other organizations, the wnr 
has brought many changes and ad- 
justments, and yet, so long as we have 
sickness, feeble-mindedness, drunken- 
ness. poor housing, lack of proper rec- 
reation. and other community evils, 
there will be, or formerly, the same 
problems to solve. Of the 506 fami- 
lies known to the Bureau in 1917-1918, 

116 were new to us this year. They 
were brought to our attention because 
of illness, death of the bread-winner, 
desertion, unemployment, and for 
many other reasons. The able-bodied 
man out of work is rarely known to 
us, though we know several men not 
able to earn a living wage because of 
some organic trouble. Wages have 
not increased in proportion to the rise 
in prices of food, shoes, and clothing. 

Therefore, there are many families 
with seven and eight, or even more 
children with Just one wage-earner, 
who are struggling to make ends meet. 

These families require the closest 
oversight and guidance of a friendly 
visitor who advises how to plan the 
budget, who watches out for the health 
of the children, who encourages the 
mother so that she will not fail under 
her burden, and who performs other 
services that only the person In clos- 
est. intimate touch with the family, 
can. 

The sum of money spent for mate- 
rial relief this year may seem large, 
but part of it has been given in the 
form of loans and has been returned 
to usj- Besides the loans, we have 
had tb pay for shoes, clothing, coal, 
and medicine, and very often for food, 
while we have helped a family make 
plans which would make it self-sup- 
porting. 

We have provided glasses for eleven 
people, and dental care for thirty-one. 

Too often these needs are not attended 
to. The secretary secured convales- 
cent care for 13 Individuals. This has 
enabled a tired mother to regain her 
health, so that she Is strengthened 
both in body and spirit to care for 
those at home, and has helped a young 
girl recovering from an operation to 
regain her strength and go back to 
school. Work has been secured for 97 
women and 7 men this year. 

Twenty-six families came to our 
attention because of the illness of 
some member in the family, and we 
have secured medical advice for 69 
other individuals. Many families are 
able to meet their daily expenses, but 
sickness means doctors’ bills, and for 
this reason many people disregard 
their illnesses until they become se- 
rious. An Out-Patient Department 
was opened at the Newton Hospital In 
January of this year. This has been 
of immense help to us in seeing that 
our families have the proper medical 
care, and to many other wage-earning 
families who might have had to come 
to us for assistance if they had not 
availed themselves of this opportunity. 

The Bureau has long felt the need of 
the Out-Patient Department, and ex- 
tends its thanks to the trustees of the 
hospital for making it possible. 

This year has been designated as 
Children’s Year, and an effort has 
been made throughout the country* to 
conserve child life. Newton’s part in 
the work has been to establish Well 
Baby Clinics; these are for children 
under five years of age. We have 
found these clinics of unquestionable 
value and are urging our mothers to 
take the children there regularly. The 
doctors at the clinics often call to our 
attention children who are under-nour- 
ished. We are glad to call on the 
parents of these children to find the 
cause of this under-nourishment’ and 
help with the remedy. 

Non-support and desertion of the 
father— and In one Instance of the 
mother — have brought 10 families to 
our notice. Desertion Is on the in- 
crease. This may be due to the rest- 
lessness caused by the war, the lure of 
higher wages elsewhere, the ease with 
which employment may be found, or 
to the man, who — unstable at the best 

is easily discouraged by home condi- 
tions. Through the co-operation of 
the court and probation offlrers, we

disintegration, is individual and must 
be treated individually. This haB 
been made possible by the 1483 office 
calls, the 870 calls made by the secre- 
tary. and the 2141 calls made by the 
volunteers. These calls are made not 
alone on the families, but on relatives, 
lawyers, teachers, doctors, ministers, 
euployers, and others who are inter- 
ested in the families. To them and to 
the volunteers, who have given bo 
freely of their time, the Bureau wishes 
to express its appreciation. Our work 
could not be done without the help of 
these people, nor is the secretary able 
to give the time and the personal touch 
and oversight that the volunteers can. 
Their work has been done unselfishly 
and whole-heartedly. 

Our work has been facilitated by the 
Red Cross Motor Corps, on whom we 
have felt free to call for cars to carry 
our children and patients to and from 
clinics, the hospital, and convalescent 
homes. We are In touch «with 85 so- 
cial agencies in and about Boston and 
Newton, and work with them on many 
problems. 

A report of our work would not be 
complete without mention of the work 
of the Red Cross Home Service Sec- 
tion. More than a year ago the fami- 
lies of men in the service were coming 
to our utetntion. Up to July of this 
year, the Public Safety Committee paid 
for any material relief given, and the 
secretary of the Bureau helped the 
committee plan for the families. The 
number of families grew so rapidly 
that for the last few months the work 
has taken more than fifty per cent, of 
our time, and in July it was found 
necessary to employ another paid 
worker to carry on this work, which 
is kept distinct from that of the Wel- 
fare Bureau, but is supervised by the 
secretary of the Bureau, aud the

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic,

The Board of Health has established 
a new bureau to be known as the 
Bureau of Service and Sanitation.

Dear Mother: — 

Two letters arrived from you five 
days ago, the night before we moved. 
Uince then I have had no chance to 
write, the going having been so stren- 
I nous compared to life in oru little vil- 

I lage that I don't know whether my ac- 
count of It will pnss the censor or not 
Perhaps now that the armistice, thank 
i God! has been signed, he won’t be so 
Btrict. 

Well, we packed up and moved out 
of our little village last Friday and 
spent several hours on the train, land- 
ing finally In the evening In a town no 
nearer the front than we had pre- 
viously been Here I began to be, and 
for three days was, a real soldier. 
You know I haven’t had to do much 
carrying of a pack. Well, that night, 
In a cold rain, I had on my full field 
equipment for two hours and a half, 
and I don't know just how I lasted. 
Add to the regular pack, outside It, 
two blankets ,an overcoat, pair of 
shoes and helmet, with a gas mask 
and a portfolio around my Reck, and : 
you have the picture. Then our billet 
! was so crowded that another fellow 
and I preferred to walk the road all 
night, except when we sat a few min- 
utes at a time In a hole In a haymow. 
The next morning, on with the pack 
agnin to march to breakfast. I had 
not gotten over being cold, and cer- 
tainly felt low in spirits. After that 
came a sad moment! All our "spe- 
cialists,” except myself, for reasons I 
will explain later, were picked out for 
transport to a military specialists com- 
pany. as I understand it, and I had to 
say goodbye to Bodflsh, Emery, Bur- 
dick. Connolly, and every man in my 
office. It really broke me all up. 

After lunch, the rest of us had a 
nice march of twenty-two kilometers, 
luckily without packs, and became 
members of the 163d Infantry. We 
were put up in tents on a cold drill 
ground, and I slept in all my clothes 
and two sweaters, with two blankets 
and an overcoat over me, and nearly 
froze at that. They were handling a 
lot of men at this newly formed camp, 
and the mess line was a long enough 
one certainly. But I’m fortunate, for 
after 36 hours there I came down to 
the town nearby where some of the 
companies of the 163d Infantry are lo- 
cated. and here I am, fairly comfort- 
ably billetted and getting good food 
at Company A’s mess. For the next 
fortnight or so I expect to be helping 
Capt. Munn close out the affairs of 
Boston’s Own Regiment, which you 
oee is now non-existant, except that I 
understand there will be a skeleton 
organization of which I and just a few 
others will remain members. 

BUI Corrigan (Regimental Postal 
^ergennt) is the only one of the whole 
’ot left now, all the other men with 
whom I have been associated are scat- 
tered far and wide. The way things 
have turned out, I am certainly longing 
for home. I did not celebrate the sign- 
ing of the armistice as no friends of 
mine were with me to join in a party, 
hut I was overjoyed by it just the 
^me. As to how soon we’ll get back, 
who can say? It may be three months, 
■*i v rmnths. a year. But didn’t the fin- 
*sh come ouickly. and didn’t Foch han- 
dle the thing splendidly? It is cer- 
t/»inlv a splendid victory, and the pres- 
ence of so many Americans in France, 
even thou eh a large proportion of them 
'lid no fiehtlng, helped a lot to speed 
♦*»«» breakdown of the Germans in mor- 

Well. I have no doubt ‘the people at 
*ome are a lot hanpier these days. It 
wonderful to think that the curse on 
fcumarUtv is over, that there’ll be no 
w»ore bloodshed, and gradually we will 
get back to a normal existence.

Wonderful Support Everywhere Be 

lag Accented to Membership

The Christmas Roll Call of the Am- 
erican Red Cross, as the annual mem 
bershlp campaign baa been officially 
termed Is now at its height, n<* only 
la our own commu&lty but In ever, 
city and town of the New England 
Division with which the local Red 
Cross interests are identified, bnt also 
throughout the length aad breadth of 
the land. 

This campaign far members to. 
1919— and because a man or womai 
Joined and paid his dollar a year ago 
does not mean that he will not bf 
canvassed this time, dollar member 
retaining their membership but a 
single year — is expected to result in 
at least a doubling of last year’s mem- 
bership of twenty two millions. ’Uni- 
versal Membership" has been made 
the slogan of this campaign by the 
national leaders and while it is, ot 
course, out of the question to enrol, 
everybody it is hoped, and even ex- 
pected, that when the books close on 
next Monday night, the total will foot 
op close to 60,000,000 for the country 
at large. 

Those who have had the actlvr* 
management of the plans for this 
campaign were at first a bit fearful 
that with the war virtually over many 
would think that the work of the Red 
Cross had ended, that the Red Cross 
was primarily and almost exclusively 
h nursing organization. Happily, the 
results to date in this and other com- 
munities show conclusively that the 
fears of the leaders were ill-founded 
and that the general public is even 
more keenly alive to the future needs 
for the Red Cross than the most en- 
thusiastic had dared to hope. Solici- 
tors everywhere report that there is 
a very general desire to become en- 
rolled in the Red Cross for 1919 and 
that those who, through some error, 
have not been personally solicited 
feel really insulted. If this spirit 
which so very generously exists in 
New England Is to be found in other 
sections of the country then it is rea- 
sonably certain that there will be a 
very close approximation to the "Uni- 
versal Membership" slogan of those In 
charge. 

Under the system of organization 
that is being followed in most of the 
New England chapters and branches, 
the first portion of this week was de- 
voted to more or less of a house-to- 
house, a store-to-store campaign in 
order that none might escape being 
asked to join, and to pay his dollar. 
Just as soon as it had been felt that 
the personal canvass was completed 
the bars were thrown down so that 
today and for the rest of the cam- 
paign, which ends on Monday night, 
there is promiscuous and very general 
solicitation for ’membership. There is. 
however, one and one veTy certain 
wuy to prevent a person from being 
repeatedly asked, in his tours about 
town, to "Join the Red Cro»s. And 
that means is by exposing his or heT 
button conspicuously upon the outer 
garment. The slogan el today, hogs 
and everywhere, is "Show your Red 
Cross button." The fellow who has 
it on will receive a smile, but nothing 
more urgent, from the canvassers. 
Those who do not show their button 
will be taken as still being without 
the Red Cross fold and will, accord- 
ingly, be solicited to join. 

This is the last ’’war oanpalgn” of a 
year that has been crowded with 
drives of various sorts, all of them 
important, all. of them essential to 
the winning of the war. The import- 
ance of the present membership cam- 
paign of the Red (’rose is twofold. If 
the organization is to oentinus, if It 
is to keep up its grand work among 
our boys, and their families, and 
among the Allied soldiers and their 
Allies it must have the support of the 
American people. The response to 
the call for 1919 membership will be 
the answer to the question as to 
whether the United States people 
want the work to continue. And 
while this is distinctly a membership, 
and in no sense a money campaign, 
the fact remains that the dollar mem- 
bership fee from each is to be the 
only revenue that will be received in 
tho future for Hod Cross purposes. 
Chairman Davison of the Red Cross 
War Council haH authoritatively stat- 
ed that there will be no more money 
campaigns conducted by tho Rei' 
Cross. The revenue from member- 
ship, nominal as is the individual fee, 
Is expected to furnish sufficient funds 
in the future to defray all of the op- 
erating expenses of the great organi- 
sation of mercy. 

The New England Division has of- 
fered. as a stimulus for its workers, 
two elegant flags One will be given 
to that city or town under 10.n<F 
population which, !n the present cam- 
paign, most close?) reaches the Uni- 
versal Membership standards The 
other fiug will he lor cities and towns 
above 10,000 population showing the 
highest membership to population ra- 
tio. Do your part to land a flag for 
this community.

Bags. They are to be seen in the 
windows of the rich on Fifth avenue; 
they are to be seen in the humble 
log flcablns of the Southern negro. 

The Red Cross is a wonderful or- 
ganization. It Is becoming more 
wonderful all the time. And the most 
wonderful thing of all about it — in 
the eyes and minds of our Allies 
abroad — is its tremendous member- 
ship. That 22,000,000 persons should 
have been members last year in any 
organization in this country seemed 
Incredible to English, to French, Ital- 
ians, etc. What will our Allies say 
this year when they find the total 
membership Instead of being 22,000,- 
000 is 40,000,000, 50,000,000 or pos- 
sibly 60,000,000? They will know that 
the American people, to every last 
man, is behind the Red Cross in Its 
work. 


RED CROSS H LP IS 

EVER FOR ALLIES 


In the coming Christmas Roll Call, 
when it is expected that every chap- 
ter in the New England Division will 
approximate universal membership, 
there are pretty sure to be a number 
of inquiries from present and pros- 
pective members as to the immediate 
intentions of the Rei Cross in the 
matter of furnishing relief in Ger- 
many and Austria. It can be author- 
itatively stated that the Red Cross is 
not going into Germany and Austria, 
excepting to care for our own troops 
'here, if for no other reason than be- 
cause the United States government 
has ruled that the American Red 
Cross cannot, at this time, extend 
relief to the residents of those coun- 
tries. 

To most people this announcement 
Is hardly necessary, especially when 
it is borne in mind the tremendous 
amount of work already planned for 
the Red Cross. There are our own 
soldiers, first and foremost, both in 
this country and overseas, who will 
require and -receive this great organ- 
ization’s first thought and care. Then 
there is an almost limitless work of 
succor to be performed, in many 
different ways, for our Allies, for 
their soldiers, and for their return- 
ing prisoners, and for the refugees. 

The American Red Cross will, of 
course — for that Is the wish of the 
American people — follow the Stars 
and Stripes. But It will follow that 
flag only to continue its work of al- 
leviating suffering and of making 
comfortable those who have been 
fighting for the causes for which this 
country entered the war.

The Newton Chapter of the Red Cross has dbtributed the 
questionnaires of the Survey in the Newtons and asks the 
women who have received them to fill them out, sign them 
and send them in as soon as possible.

The Illustration in the upper right 
represents a homemade ash sifter made 
from plain boards ami one-half inch 
mesh cellar window wire. Its meas- 
urements are 30x27 Indies, and it has 
an elevation of one foot. 

In the center is another view of the 
same ash sifter. It shows the sifter 
placed against the ush pit of a heater, 
with a box in back of it to cutch the 
reclaimed coal. 

Ashes are drawn from the ash pit 
with hoe, as shown in illustration. As 


they are pulled over the mesh t lie 
ashes drop through the sifter and the 
recovered coal falls into the box. The 
purpose of this form of sifter Ib to 
allay dust and reduce work. 

In the lower Illustration is a simple 


form of ash sifter which can be made 
with four boards, or a box sawed in 
half, a broomstick and a piece of one- 
half Inch mesh cellar window wire. 
This style of sifter is efficient but scat- 
ters more dust tliau the other. 


WEATHER STRIPPING 
WILL SAVE YOU COAL 


Following are a few suggestions by 
the United States Fuel Administration 
on “weuther stripping” of houses, to 
suve coal : 

It is best to put weather stripping on 
all doors and windows becuuse, there 
is a heat loss through every one, no 
matter how tight they might be. By 
all means strip those which are loose, 
or which have lurge crevices. 

All doors and windows which have 
a northern exposure should be cure- 
fully stripped. Windows tints exposed 
would be much better protected '.f dou- 
ble windows are provided, becuuse 
there is u certain uniouut of heat loss 
through the gluss.

A food mnp of*Europe today shows 
not a single country in which the fu- 
ture does not hold threat of serious 
difficulties and only a stnnll part which 
Is not rapidly approaching the famine 
point. With tlie exception of the 
Ukraine only those countries which 
have maintained marine commerce 
have sufficient food supplies to meet 
uctunl needs until next harvest, and 
even In the Ukraine, with stores accu- 
mulated on the farms, there is famine 
in the large centess of population. 

Belgium and northern France, as 
well as Serbia, appear on the hunger 
map distinct from the rest of Europe 
because they stand in a different rela- 
tion from the other nations to the peo- 
ple of the United States. America has 
for four years maintained the sninll 
war rations of Belgium and northern 
France and is already making special 
efforts to care for their increased 
after-the-war needs, which, with those 
of Serbia, must he included in this 
plan, are urgent In the extreme and 
must have immediate relief. 

The gratitude of the Belgian nation 
for the help America lias extended to 
her during the war constitutes the 
strongest appeal for us to continue our 
work there. The moment the German 
armies withdrew from her s.»il mid she 
was established once mure i" ln*r 


seat of government the little nation’s 
first thought wns to express her grati- 
tude to tlie Commission for Belief in 
Belgium for preserving the lives of 
millions of her citizens. 

Germany, on tlie other hand, need 
not figure in such a map for Ameri- 
cans beenuse there Is no present indi- 
cation that we shall lie colled on at all 
to take thought for tlie food needs of 
Germany. Germany probably can care 
for her own food problem if she is 
given access to shipping and is enabled 
to distribute food to tlie cities with 
dense populations, which are tlie trou- 
ble centers. 

England, France, the Netherlands 
and Portugal, all of which hove been 
maintained from American supplies, 
have sufficient food to meet immediate 
needs, but their fututre presents seri- 
ous difficulties. The same Is true of 
Spain and the northern neutral coun- 
tries — Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
— whose ports linve been open and who 
have been able to draw la some degree 
upon foreign supplies. 

Most of Russia Is already in the 

throes of famine, and 40.000,000 people 
there are beyond tlie possibility of 

help. Before another spring thou- 
sands of them inevitably must die. 
Th s m • 'Vs ns wi M r Poland and 

? Baltic re- 


gions, with conditions most serious in 
Finland. 

Bohemia, Serbia, Roumania and 
Montenegro have already readied tlie 
famine point and nre suffering a heavy 
toll of death. The Armenian popula- 
tion ts falling eneli week ns hunger 
takes its toll, and in Greece, Albania 
and Roumania *so serious are tlie food 
shortages that famine is near. Al- 
though starvation is not yet imminent, 
Italy, Switzerland, Bulgarin and Tur- 
key nre In tlie throes of serious strin- 
gencies. 

In order to fulfill America’s pledge 
in world relief we will linve to export 
every ton of food which can he han- 
dled through our ports. This means at 
the very least a minimum of 110,000,000 
tons compared with 0,000.000 tons pre- 
war exports „nd 11.S20.000 tons ex- 
ported last year, when we were bound 
by the ties of war to the European 
allies. 

If we fnil to lighten the black spots 
on the hunger map or if we allow any 
portions to become darker the very 
ponce for which we fought and bled 
will he threatened. Revolt and anarchy 
inevitably follow famine. Should this 
happen we will s*»e in other parts of 
Europe a repetition of the Russian de- 
bacle and our ri/lit for world peace 
will have been in vmul

The Rod Cross has a great work 
ahead of it, a very great work, a no- 
ble .vork. We don’t yet realize how 
giuai mis work is to be, right here in 

New England. But we shall „ 

belter in a few weeks, when our 
mounded boys aro here, and better 
still in a year from now, when we 
have seen them with our own eyes 
rnd have heard their stories. 

The work that the Red Cross has 
done in France has been great and 
useful. When wo arrived there we 
were in terrible need of tents and 
blankets. When we had done our 
best there was still need. Then the 
Red Cross stepped in, without any 
useless red tape, and found us the 
tents and the blankets, and saw to it 
that our New England boys were kept 
comfortable. That means a great 
deal to a boy when he is three thou- 
sand miles away from home, and cold 
nnd wet. The Red Cross will be busy 
in France and Belgium for a long ume 
yet, with the people in the devastated 
regions and with our own boys. But 
the work that I can’t help thinking of 
most, the work dearest to me, is that 
which will be absolutely necessary for 
our boys here nnd for their families, 
right in our midst. 

Every day 1 get scores of letters 
from the relatives of our boys. Some 
of them are most pathetic — they take 
a hold on ray heart. They come from 
the mothers of our boys, mothers who 
do not know where their boys are. 
and who are sick with worry, moth- 
ers who know that their boys have 
been wounded but wish to learn more 
about them, to ease their terrible 
anxiety, mothers who wish to know 
when their dead boys will be sent 
home. 

Letters come from widows whose 
only sons are in tit army in France 
nnd who are dependent on these sons. 
There mothers are sometimes in 
great need of financ al aid, and they 
are afraid that their government al- 
lotments will not arrive in time. They 
need money for food and for rent. 
Here is a letter from a widow whose 
son has been wounded and is now in 
the hospital in another state. He 
cannot yet be discharged, but he is 
her only support, and she writes to 
tell me ner needs because unless help 
comes she is going to suffer. 

Last year these mothers were send- 
ing boxes at Thanksgiving time to 
i heir boys. This year many of them 
•ire waiting, while they weep, for the 
terrible box that will bring the body 
of the dear son home to them. These 
mol hers are the rightful care of the 
Red Cross, and what a work it can 
do for them. 

On our boat coming home were 1S6 
crippled men. coming back to make 
their way again. Another boat start- 
ed the same day wi»h as many more 
Some of those boys have only one 
arm, some have only one leg, some 
wii: n it see their mother’s face hv 
enuse they are blind. What is going 
to become of those boys who have 
g >n all that they could? Many of 
i: • i cannot hold their 'd places of 
work. Where will they find new 
cues? No nobler work be done 
than foi ft m! Cross to see to it 
Lint they are made comfortable, that 
f W>v are looked after until they are 
settled again. And they must not 
come back to homos thnt have been 
uprooted while they were away. Tlie 
Rod Cross can make them most hap- 
py by having their homes safe for 
them, nnd their mothers and sisters 
well. 

One of the best th :s about the 
Red Cross is that it has no red tape. 
It get-s straight to the heart of things 
at once, nnd wastes no time. Its 
help is sure nnd quick, and that 
means everything. I hope that the 
Red Cross can see to it that no man 
shall ho found, a year from now, with 
an empty sleeve or on crutches, who 
is wandering tlie streets looking for 
work. W e don’t yet know what it 
all means, but we are !o find 

out pretty soon when the boys are 
hero again. 

The Red Cross has a great and a 
very noble task ahead.

Rev. Dr. George Kenneth Morris 
died at the age of 80 Monday ut the 
residence of Ills sister. Dr. Frances H. 
Morris of Waban. He was widely 
known as a preacher, professor, and 
lecturer.

Let us suggest in this con- 
nection that a new City Hall might be 
the proper solution for Newton. We 
surely need such a structure, we have 
the land already given by the gener- 
ous citizens of West Newton, and if 
such a building could have within it 
something like the beautiful and im- 
pressive Hall of Flags at the state- 
house, it would be a most fitting place 
to enroll the names and the records 
of oiir honored dead.

If life in the New Hebrides can be 
described In irreducible terms of prim- 
itive instinct, It Is none the less gov-

nable as the towering forest fastness. 
That the old are buried alive Is as 
right and orderly to the truculent sav- 
age as that night follows day, or that a 
warrior dies by the hand of Ids enemy 
If he does not first speed Ills own ar- 
row. Against this barrier of dark 
faiths ,md unprobed certainties, the 
wanderer from the West, with Ids trou- 
bled vision and over-restless feet, 
throws up for himself but a flimsy 
counter-illusion of civilization.

jAe must again remind our sub- 
scribers and readers that the price 
of the GRAPHIC will be $2.50 a year 
or six cents a single copy, beginning 
next Wednesday.

•will follow the stoppage of the street 
•car service. Immediate action is 
needed. 

While the year just closing has been 
full of terrible happenings, most of 
us can forgive most of its delinquen- 
cies on account of the wonderful day, 
November 11th. Our heartfelt sym- 
pathy goes out to those, who while 
rejoicing In part for the close of the 
greatest war in history, still long “for 
the touch of a vanished hand and the 
sound of a voice that is still.” They 
should endeavor to console themselves 
with the wonderful thought so well

“ ’Tis because they dared to die 
That the flags of freedom fly.”

Undersea Pipe Line for Oil. 

Tank steamers are loaded with oil 
on the Mexican coast by raeaps of un- 
'I»tkou pipes, sometimes over a mile 
long. The record Is broken by two 
lines each two and one-half miles long, 
recently Installed about seventy miles 
south of Tutnpleo. This method of load- 
ing is made n< cessur.v by the character 
. •!’ I lie const In the vicinity of the oil 
Helds. There are no harbors deep 
enough to accommodate tank vessels, 
and the water alongshore is shallow 
for a mile or more out to seu. The oil 
pipes lie on the sea bottom and con- 
nection is made with the tank ship at 
;!<** outer end by means of flexible 
metal hose. The line Is fully connect- 
ed on shore ami is then towed out to 
seu by u tug. — Llterury Digest. 


About Milestones. 

Most people imagine milestones to 
be quite undent Institutions. They 
ure not so rcully. The first mile- 
stoues to be erected in England were 
set up on the Cambridge road between 
Barkway ami Cambridge in 1727, and 
it was not until 40 years later that 
their use became ut all genera).

Good Yield on Sod Land. 

An Instructive and practically use- 
ful uccount of how a third of an acre 
of pasture land two miles from the 
center of Leeds, Yorkshire, England, 
was made to provide food sufficient 
fully to maintain three men for a year 
Is published by the board of agricul- 
ture from the pen of A. G. Ruston of 
the University of Leeds. 

The land had been under grass for 
at least 50 years, when last yeur it 
was divided into plots and plunted 
with potatoes by Mr. Bedford, former 
lord mayor of the city, und some of 
his friends. The crop aggregated 
three tons sixteen hundredweight, 
which is at the rate of 11.4 per ucre. as 
compared with 0.7 tons per acre, which 
was the average for the farm crops of 
Great Britain lust year. 


A Massif. 

The war continues to enrich our vo- 
cabulary. News from France that the 
allies have cuptured the entire 
"massif" of Lasslgny will cause an- 
other searching of dictionaries, by 
which It will be revealed that a massif 
is a mountainous group of connecting 
heights, sometimes Isolated and some- 
times forming part of a larger moun- 
tain system, more or less clearly 
marked off by valleys. The word is 
French In origin, hut has been adopted 
without change by English and Amer- 
ican geologists and physical geog- 
raphers. — Oregonlun. 


Engineering Pays. 

Busing conclusions upon the income- 
lux returns, the best-paying profession 
In the United States is that of engi- 
neering. It excels even that of law, 
which long held the record, and is far 
ahead of those of theology and medi- 
cine. The reason for this Is not diffi- 
cult to find. This Is u constructive uge, 
even though the war would seem to 
contradict such an assertion. After 
the wur, when reconstruction generally 
sets in, the engineers bid fair to be- 
come a eluss of plutocrats. — Clirlstlun 
Science Monitor.

Swift nnd straight ns a falcon 
he dived, nnd at the rattle of his ma- 
chine gun nnd the flash of Ids tracer 
bullets pigmy figures strangely agitat- 
ed came bobbing and gyrating earth- 
ward under their spreading para- 
chutes. 

Whirr 1 went his gun, nnd biff, went 
the first balloon, a thin train of fire 
lending to a scarlet blaze and a gos- 
samer wreckage. Before one could 
count twelve a second snusnge had 
shriveled Into skin nnd the Hun plane 
was making tracks for home. 

The "Archies" had been taken by 
surprise. For n moment It looked ns 
If the unwelcome visitor would reach 
his lines. But suddenly the "Archies" 
ceased firing, and It was then we saw 
a British plane pursuing at a pace 
that could only have one result. The 
German "side-stepped” twice by in- 
tention nnd once involuntarily.

As he retired the old woman ad- 
vanced, and I am convinced that hut 
for the prompt arrival of a guard of 
grinning Tommies she would have 
spanked that unhappy Teuton youth. 
Never did n man surrender so eagerly. 

When he and his escort had de- 
parted the dame "shooed” away the 
hens and then industriously picked up 
the assorted fragments of the ulrplune 
for firewood. — Montreal Herald.

Ordinary peck baskets are 
used and are filled to order to meet the 
tustes of the purchasers.

MOTHER NATURE AS SCULPTOR 


Marvelous Beauty of Yosemito Valley 

Due to Erosion of Water Through 
Uncounted Ages. 

After the visitor to the Yosemlte val- 
ley hns recovered from his first shock 
of astonishment — for it is no less — nt 
the supreme beauty of the valley, In- 
evitably he wonders how nature made 
It. However did it hnppen thnt wnlls 
so enormous rose so nearly perpendic- 
ular from so level a floor? 

It will not lessen wonder to learn 
tlint It was water which rut most of 
this deep valley In the solid granite. 
Originally the Merced river flowed 
practically nt the level of the ennyon 
top. How long It took its waters, 
enormous In volume then, no doubt, 
to scrape with tools of sand this val- 
ley thousands of feet into the living 
granite, no tnnn can even guess. And, 
as It rut the valley, It left the trib- 
utary streams sloping even more 
sharply from, their levels until event- 
ually they poured over brinks ns giant 
waterfalls. 

But geologists have determined, by 
unerring fact, that the river did by fnr 
the most of the work, nnd thnt the 
great glnder which followed the water 
ages afterward did little more thnn 
square Its corners nnd steepen Its 
cliffs. It may have Increased the 
depth from 700 to 1,000 feet, not more. 

During the uncountable years since 
the glaciers vanished, erosion hns 
ngnln marvelously used Its chisel. 
With the lessening of the Merced's 
volume, the effect wns to nmnzlngly 
carve and decorate the walls. 


USED HUMAN FLESH FOR BAIT 


Hawaiian Kinga Utilized Bodies of 
Slaves or Enemies to Lure Mon- 
sters of the Ocean. 

In the days of Hnwnilnn kings, ev- 
ery part of the hone nnd skin of a 
shark wns supposed to confer unflinch- 
ing bravery upon the possessor. 
Wherefore, shark-fishing wns then a 
regal sport. In those days, the halt 
much In vogue wns the human body — 
either the body of n slave or of some- 
one against whom the royal personage 
had taken n sudden dislike, according 
to Outing. 

Knmehnmehn T. wns especially proud 
nnd jealous of Ills title of the Great 
Slmrk-Fisher. He kept his victims 
•• oned up nenr the great temple of 
•oklnl. nenr Knwnlhne, on the Islnnd 
of Hawaii. He therefore had a plen- 
tiful supply always on hand. 

The person chosen to act ns bait, 
was killed, cut up, placed In n cala- 
bash, and allowed to mellow for a few 
days. The mellowing process con- 
summated, the halt was lashed to the 
outrigger of the royal canoe In such 
a manner ns to lenve behind a drip- 
ping trail of blood nnd oil. Upon 
reaching the fishing grounds, the halt 
was unlnshed. Large hooks fashioned 
from wood or bone, were then ‘‘halt- 
ed’’ nnd lowered over-side. Historians 
tell us that great skill and courage 
were shown by the members of the 
royal party on such occasions In the 
roping nnd lnnding of the captured 
shark. 


, t History of Ballooning. 

The first ascension in n balloon 
filled with hydrogen wns mnde In 1783 
by M. Charles nnd M. Robert nt Paris. 
Henry Cavendish, about 1700. discov- 
ered the great levity of hydrogen gas, 
and the following year Doctor Black 
of Edinburgh announced thnt n thin 
bladder filled with tills gas must 
nrcend Into the air. Onvello experi- 
mented along these lines nnd found 
that a bladder was too heavy, paper 
not alr-tlght, hut that soap bubbles 
filled with gas rose to the ceiling of 
the room. The first successful bal- 
loon wns made by the Montgolfier 
brothers, In France, In 1782. It wmis a 
firp balloon, Inflated with hot nir from 
burning paper. The Montgolfier suc- 
cess led M. Charles to experiment with 
hydrogen gas, and with M. Robert he 
traveled 3» miles in a hydrogen bal- 
loon fitted with a safety valve. Tn 
1785 Blanchard, the first professional 
aeronaut, with Dr. John Jeffries of 
Boston, crossed the English channel. 
Military balloons were used nt the bnt- 
tle of Solferlno in 1859 and by the fed- 
eral army during the Civil war near 
Washington in 1801. 


Eyes of Fishes. 

Although there are a few exceptions 
to the rule, the eyes of fishes are In- 
tended to see beneath the water with, 
and, us in the case of the eyes In all 
animals, sight only becomes possible 
to the eyes of diurnal animals when 
there is light present. To he sure, 
there may he fishes that nre nocturnal 
fishes, just us there are nocturnal 
mammals und birds of various kinds; 
hut the majority of fish doubtless de- 
pend upon the presence of light in or- 
der to see or use their eyes. Where 
the light is removed, nnd the removal 
persists for un indefinite period, It has 
such an effect upon the eyes of fishes 
that some of their descendants may, 
within comparatively short space of 
time, lose the sense of sight entirely.

CROSS MUST GO ON 


■ni ef Actual Warfare Deea Net 
Mean the Organisation^ Ueefulnesa 
It Paet, 


On the woHtfirn front the guns are 
allont today. Thn U-boats are grow- 
ing barnacles in an English port. King 
Albert has come to his own again 
Tho "Boys” will soon start heading 
for homo. Tho war la done, Although 
lt will bo a long time before all arc 
back. 

Doos this moan that the Red Cross 
shall take off lti uniform now, fold up 
Ita shoots and towels, roll up its 
bandages, and fold lta hands? Never! 
The Red Cross has Just begun its 
work. Long after peace has been de- 
clared, long after the Kaiser lies 
mouldering in his grave, the Red 
Cross will be marching on! It will 
halt only when men and women no 
longer know suffering, war, accident, 
flood, fire, tornadoes, ill-health, woe. 
For the Red Cross haa opened men’s 
eyes, and they will not allow it to 
stop. 

It is not too much to say that the Red 
Cross 1 b the greatest single agent in 
the world today to prevent another 
such horrible war as we have Just 
passed through. That’s why the Red 
Cross is going straight ahead, why it 
must not, can not, stop! 

What can the Red Cross do to pre- 
vent other wars, what can it do for 
Immediate relief now? Look at Eu- 
rope! In Poland not a child alive un- 
der seven years of age! No crops, no 
work, no food! What kind of citizens 
will the babies now to be born make 
if some one, some organization, does 
not step in and give them a decent 
chance? Where the babies are un- 
fed, untaught, there grows a race that 
knows not law nor order, that turns 
to fighting and to throat-cutting as 
the natural thing. And then anoth- 
er war. The Red Cross will see to it 
that these babies get a fair start tow- 
ard decent citizenship. It is for them 
that the Red Cross will not stop. 

In Belgium men sit and gaze at 
heaps of stones. Here is a man whose 
house is gone, his three children dead, 
his wife dead somewhere in Germany 
after worse than death. The man can- 
not find even the borders of his own 
property. He is bitter — he would like 
to kill — and he has nothing to eat or 
to wear. To him the Red Cross 
comes; for him it finds food and cloth- 
ing and shelter, and w’ork — and he 
will go again about his life. It is for 
such as he that the Red Cross can- 
not cease its w’ork. 

In France, children who were 
caught in the horrible days of 1914 
have forgotten where they lived, who 
their fathers and mothers were, who 
they are themselves. They still live 
In terror of those days. For them the 
Red Cross is going on. In Italy, in 
Russia, in Servia, children are naked 
and starving. In northern Italy a 
woman was found dripping blood 
from her own wrist into a cup of wa- 
ter with which to feed her baby. The 
child had had nothing else for six 
days! The Red Cross found her — 
and is going to find others like her, 
for we are only beginning to see what 
poverty, what waste, the war has 
made. It is to make these unfortu- 
nate people safe for the world that 
the Red Cross must work with great- 
er zeal than ever. 

But nearer home. In Boston a wo- 
man was found whose husband had 
been fighting for your flag and mine 
in France. Her landlord had turned 
her out of his house, she bad fled 
with her three children to a cellar, 
and in that cellar her twin babies 
were born. One died! And when the 
Red Cross found her, able to speak 
only two or three words of English, 
overlooked by the government in the 
terrible rush of business, she had 
kept her dead baby for a week, 
wrapped in an old new’spaper. 

But help in time of war is not all. 
Far from it! It is only a step from 
the temporary relief to wounds and 
hunger in the war of guns to the 
permanent help in the war to live in 
peace. The world is eagerly turning 
to the Red Cross to make it healthy 
and strong and happy in the broadest 
meaning of those words. And until 
disease is forever gone the Red Cross 
cannot cease its work. 

Remember Halifax— what might 
that awful disaster not have become 
without the help of the Red Cross? 
Remember the 10.519 people killed, 
the 201,333 people injured, iu train ac- 
?idents in this country in the year 
ending December 31, 1916 But for the 
Red Cross many of the 201,333 might 
have died. Accidents are with us yet; 
fires will sweep our cities, explosions 
will blow up munitions plants, epi- 
demics like the influenza will carry 
off their eighty thousand victims, ti- 
dal waves will sweep in as upon Que- 
bec the other day — and then in the 
thickest of the horror the world 
will look for— and find — the love of 
the Great Mother, the unspeakable 
comfort of the Red Cross. 

Two great thoughts are in the mind 
of the Rod Cross. It aims at tempor- 
ary relief from pain and sickness and 
heartache. It ulso aims at creating 
that background of love und kind- 
ness and friendship without which 
war will sweep us again and again, 
hut with which we shall in time have 
a world of peace and safely And 
shall the Red Cross lay aside ita 
work* then? Never! Tho giving must 
continue as long ouo God givos to you; 
tho loving must go on as long us hu- 
manity Uvea. Whatever else may 
pass, the Red Cross Is alive forever- 
more!

LEFTOVER FISH. 

HERE are ninny pos- 
sibilities in stnnll 
amounts of left-over 
fish. In these days 
of much canning, 
one may liave a 
largo variety from 
which to choose. 

Shepherd's Pie.— 
Take two cupfuls of 
finked fish, place In 
a baking dish. Cover with a snueo 
made with one tnhiespoonful of lat 
and one of flour, a half tenspoonful 
of salt and a few dashes of pepper, 
with a cupful of beef soup broth. 
Cover the sauce with a mashed pwtato, 
brush with cream and bnke brown in 
the oven. 

Fish Turbot. — Scald n cupful of 
crenm. Rub together a tnhiespoonful 
of butter and two of flour; add the 
scalded crenm and stir until it thick- 
ens. Add four tnblespoonfuls of bread- 
crumbs, set over hot water and cook 
foe five minutes. Take from the fire, 
add two cooked egg yolks, two cupfuls 
of fish, a tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley and salt and paprika to taste. 
Fill greased shells or souffle dishes, 
brush over the top with beaten egg and 
brown in- the oven. 

Delmonico Halibut. — Bent the yolk 
of an egg Into n half cupful of mashed 
potato. Melt two tnblespoonfuls of 
butter, ndd a tnhiespoonful of corn- 
starch ; stir until smooth and thick 
over the heat, after adding two cupfuls 
of rich milk ; take from the fire, ndd 
another egg yolk, two cupfuls of cook- 
ed fish and the seasoning needed. Fill 
a greased baking dish with alternate 
layers of potato and fish. Cover the 
top with buttered crumbs, sprinkle 
with parmesan cheese and bake 20 
minutes in a hot oven. 

Codfish Balls. — Wash and pick over 
one cupful of codfish, shredding it into 
small pieces. Add fish to two cupfuls 
of diced potatoes, uncooked. Cook 
until the potatoes are tender, drain, 
mash and beat with a fork until light. 
Add a tnhiespoonful of butter, two 
tnblespoonfuls of crenm, one beaten 
egg and salt and paprika to taste. 
Mnke into balls, cover with egg and 
crumbs and fry In hot fat. 

A little leftover salmon mixed with 
coconut, cabbage and a chopped pickle 
i to give an acid touch, and dressed 
with a plain boiled dressing, is a good 
salad combination.

DISHES WE LIKE. 

MOST appetizing dish 
is apples nnd onions 
cooked together nnd 
served ns n vege- 
table. Take three 
pints of chopped ap- 
ple nnd two pints of 
onion; if this is too 
large an amount for 
tlie family use cups 
instead of pints. 
Cook the onion in a little hot bacon 
or salt pork fat until nearly soft, then 
ndd the npptt*, a little salt nnd cnyenno 
nnd n tablespoonful or two of corn 
sirup. Cook until the apples are brown. 

Sardine Salad. — Remove the skin 
from eight boneless sardines nnd break 
them in pieces. Pare ami core a firm 
tart apple, cut in very thin slices nnd 
mnsh with a fork. Mix tho fish nnd 
the apple together, adding a little of 
the sardine oil from the box to make 
tho mixture of the right Consistency 
to mold. Shape like sardines nnd serve 
two on a nest of lettuce henrts. Serve 
this salad with either French or may- 
onnaise dressing. 

Apple and Raisin Sandwich. — Chop 
one large apple with a third of a cup- 
ful of raisins; mix well, ndd a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice nnd spread 
on buttered graham bread; cover with 
another slice of buttered brend. 

The rich spiced sirup left from pick- 
led peaches may be used again another 
year to save sugar. This same sirup 
gives a delicious flavor to incut when 
used to bnsto it. 

Tango Salad. — Pare, halve and core 
three ripe, juicy pears. Squeeze lemon 
juice over- them to keep them from dis- 
coloring. Place a ball of cream cheese 
or u cube of Roquefort in the cavity of 
each penr. Set these on the heart 
leaves nnd pour over a French dressing 
seasoned with chopped red nnd green 
pepper, a dash of mustard with the 
olive oil and vinegar, salt nnd cayenne 
pepper. 

Apple Cake. — Line a deep pie plate 
willi pastry. Then mix together one- 
half cupful each of raisins, nuts and 
two-tli irds of a cupful of honey nnd n 
teaspoonful of cinnamon; sprinkle 
these over the crust and cover with 
three thinly sliced tart apples ; sprinkle 
with. two tnblespoonfuls of sugar; pour 
over a cupful of milk beaten with one 
egg. Bnke slowly until the custard Is 
set, then reduce the heat and bake un- 
til the apples are cooked.

Now that Christmas is d and 
the New Year is beforo us it is well 
to survey the problems confronting 
the world. It is a glorious time in 
which to be living, for never before 
hnve questions of so vital significance 
nwaited solution and never has so 
much depended upon their being 
solved in the right way. In the words 
of a leading educator, "The world 
never had such a chance before.” 

The war has disclosed many things 
to us of which we were hut dimly 
aware— pre-eminently among them 
may he mentioned tho possibilities of 
nn alert, free, versatile people. Ger- 
many would not nnd could not under- 
stand the power of America, even 
after she was there upon European 
soil. But we, too. may learn lessons 
from the war. One has already come 
home to mnny people, the shocking 
number of men who failed to pass the 
physical examination for the draft. 
Here is one thing upon which to work. 
Poor housing conditions have been 
more forcibly impressed upon us dur- 
ing the influenza epidemic. Here is 
another. The Immense nmount of 
food stuffs saved by the thoughtful 
care fostered by the Food Administra- 
tion offer a commentary upon the pre- 
vious wasteful uso of such commodi- 
ties under the principle of "He who 
has money, let him buy.” "Share and 
share alike” is the maxim which is 
taking its place. May it long continde 
to do so. 

Difficult industrial problems await 
us. May our leaders supported by a 
sane and sound public opinion find the 
right solution. Those who think that 
things will settle hack into the old 
ways will find themselves greatly mis- 
taken. 

Tho greatest problem of all and 
upon which all the others rest is even 
now shaping itself around the pence 
table in Paris. Upon it hangs all tho 
future of the world. Shall we have 
peace for all time, or do we choose to 
he torn asunder with war from gen- 
eration to generation? That is the 
question. Public opinion can help in 
settling that, too. 

These are not new questions for the 
women’s clubs. They have been think- 
ing upon them for many years. What 
about the men?

LACE a slice of to- 
rn a t o on nicely 
browned and but- 
tered toast, sprinkle 
with grated cheese, 
ysnlt, paprika, and 
with hits of butter. 
Place In the oven 
until the cheese is 
melted. 

Cream of Turnip 
and Potato Soup. — Pour three cupfuls 
of scalded milk over one-fourtli cup- 
ful of mushed potatoes and three 
fourths of a cupful of mushed turnip. 
Strain through a fine sieve. Melt a 
tablespoonful of butter, stir in 
tuhlespoonful of flour, and cook until 
bubbling hot and smooth after adding 
tlie hot milk mixture. Serve very hot 
with rye brend croutons. If the soup 
is too thick add a little more milk. 

This year there was a bumper crop 
of tomatoes in most localities. After 
all the pickled, canned, nnd spiced to- 
matoes are put up, use tlie rest for: 

Home-Made Tomato Paste. — Wash 
nnd scald the tomatoes without peel- 
ing them. Strain through a fine sieve 
to remove all seeds, ihen boil until 
thick. Put’into glass jurs and keep 
cool and dry. Tills paste is u most 
valuable addition to the fruit closet 
as it is fine for flavoring soups and 
sauces. It is condensed so that a 
little goes a long wuy in flavoring. 

Scallop of Egg Plant. — Chop the 
remnants of friend egg plant rather 
coarse. Arrange in ramekins in lay- 
ers with well-buttered erueker crumbs. 
Pour enough milk over so that it can 
Just be seen and brown in u hot oven. 
This dish resembles oysters in taste. 

Victoria Meat. — Melt three teaspoon- 
fuls of butter, stir In three teaspoon* 
fuls of flour, one-fourth of a teaspoon 
of salt, a little papriku, buy leaf, and 
two slices of onion ; add one cupful of 
stock and one-hulf cupful of tomato 
Juice, stirring constantly. When 
slightly thickened add four mushrooms 
cut In pieces, one and a half cupfuls 
of incut cut In pieces and a cupful of 
cooked drained peas. With highly 
seasoned stock tills is a most tusty 
dish. Serve in croustudes or timbale 
cuses. 



FAVORITE DISHES. 

HERE is such n di- 
versity of dishes 
that lie is Indeed 
hard to suit who j 
cannot find some in 
all menus which , 
will please. 

“Three" Ice 
Cream. — Take tlie j 

juice of three 
oranges, three lem- 
ons and tlie riced pulp of three 
bnnanas, three cupfuls of strained 
honey, three cupfuls of water. Let 
stand one hour then pour into a freez- 
er. add a cupful of cream and freeze. 
Tills amount will serve ten persons. 

Peanut Straws. — Roll rich pastry 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness, 
spread one-hulf with peanut butter, 
wet the edges and fold tlie remaining 
half over it. Roll lightly, prick with 
a fork to prevent pulling up. Cut la 
strips a half-inch wide and four 
Inches long. Brash witli milk and 
bnke in a quick oven. When done 
sprinkle with paprika. 

Spanish Meat Dish. — In the bottom 
of a baking dish place a layer of thin- 
ly sliced potatoes. Over these lay 
sliced cold roast beef, chicken or any 
kind of cooked meat ; pour over a cup- 
ful or less of good gravy. A very fine- 
ly-shredded onion is then sprinkled 
over the gravy. Then cover with two 
j cupfuls of thick tomato; put Into the 
oven to hake; after an hour udd a 
| tablespoonful of cooked green peas 
ami serve at once. Salt and pepper 
' should ho added to each layer, as the 
seasoning improves as tlie disli cooks. 

Stuffed Green Peppers. — Cut off tlie 
tops of a dozen green peppers and 
put these lilts with one small onion 
through u meat chopper. Add u pound 
of suusuge meat, two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of cracked crumbs, two table- 
spoonfuls of catsup, one egg well 
beaten, three-fourths of a teuspoonful 
of salt and milk to soften. Remove 
the seeds, stuff the peppers and set 
them In a linking disli with a little 
warm water to keep them from stick- 
ing. Bake in a moderate oven one 
hour or until tlie incut is brown and 
the peppers soft.

WORD HAS VARIED MEANING 


Term “Garden/' as Used Today, Capa- 
ble of 8ome of the Most Elastic 
Definitions. 

We apeak so freely nml often of n 
“gnrdon,” assuming thnt there is some 
well-defined common use of that word 
even among the authorities on garden- 
ing subjects. But the fact Is that It 
lias reached mighty elastic limits in 
their writings and speech and cun be 
taken to mean anything from the enor- 
mous private parks and estates to the 
tin can glories of a back yard. 

The word garden is from the old 
Anglo-Saxon root, "gyrden,” meaning 
an inclosure. At that time, due to the 
uncertain character of community life, 
it was either inclosed within fortifica- 
tions or left unprotected and exposed 
without. This private inclosed innd 
was tlie garden of that time. That is 
the meaning of garden in the Song of 
Solomon. 

Gradually the sense of the word lias 
changed to cover those parts of the 
lut»4 devoted to the cultivation of 
plants either for plensure or for use; 
thus, we have the vegetable or fruit 
gurden, and on the other hand, the 
wall, water or rose garden, etc. 

Liberty Hyde Bniley defines a gar- 
den as “the personal part of an estate, 
that area which Is most intimately as- 
sociated with the private life of the 
home.” 

Whatever the sense In which It Is 
used, tlie word “garden” always suc- 
ceeds in enrrying with It an atmos- 
phere of romance and beauty, which 
countless ages of use cannot dim. — 
Philadelphia Record. 


HOME BUILT AROUND ICEBOX 


Nature Kindly Furnished Cold Storage 
Facilities for Landowner in 
Western Montana. 

The owner of a plot of ground In 
western Montana discovered on his 
property n well which emitted a con- 
stant current of cold air, which in Hot- 
test summer was about M5 degrees Fah- 
renheit, the temperature of scienti- 
fically regulated refrigerators. With a 
business eye to economizing in ice lid 
decided to build u house in such a posi- 
tion that the well would be nt the side 
of the kitchen in u built-in addition. In 
this addition he afterward placed 
shelves and receptacles for storing 
perishable goods. 

His next step was to build a store 
nearby, with an underground pipe con- 
necting the well with a room in the 
basement of the store. Here he planned 
to keep perishable merchandise. The 
pipe led up Into the store, also. It was 
provided with a damper so that It could 
lie opened or shut in order to regulate 
the temperature of the room. In this 
way electric current for operating funs 
in hot weather was saved. 

At the opening in the pipe the force 
of air current is sufficient to sweep a 
man’s hat from his head. No satisfac- 
tory explanation of tlie current lias 
been found. In winter the nlr is warm- 
er than the outside atmosphere and 
prevents the stored articles from 
freezing. — Popular Science Monthly. 


Bookkeeping. 

It comes as a surprise, very often, 
to find how far back in the centuries 
some of the ordinary things of every- 
day life cast their roots* It may not 
be generally reullzed that double-en- 
try bookkeeping, for Instance, adopt- 
ed in most large businesses of the 
modern world, originated, or if it did 
not originate, was practiced, among 
the mercantile communities of Italy In 
the fifteenth century. An early ex- 
ponent of the method was a Minorite 
monk named Luca De Burgo, other- 
wise Pncllol, who wrote qnd published 
a treatise on the subject In Venice In 
the year 1404, three yenrs before Se- 
bastian Cabot landed In America. The 
system survives as Luca De Burgo es- 
tablished It, with the exception of the 
few alterations necessitated by four 
centuries of commercial evolution. 
Still Mr. Evans or some one else tells 
strange stories of bookkeeping by dou- 
ble entry in the palace accounts of 
Knossus, twelve centuries before the 
Christian era. — Christian Science Mon- 
itor. 


Bought Island Cheap. 

There Is a good story telling bow tlie 
captain of a British warship came Into 
possession of n small Island near tlie 
New Hebrides. The captain was In 
search of a place to bold the annual 
prize firing, but the only suitable loca- 
tion was on a small Island in South- 
west bay. This was tribal property 
and, as the natives had been tuught to 
fear the power of big guns they insist- 
ed that they should be paid for the 
Island, as It would likely be destroyed. 
The negotiations ended In u chief go- 
ing off to the ship, and It was ugreed 
that tlie commander of the warship 
should become the owner of the Island 
upon the payment of five sticks of to- 
bacco. A target was then erected and 
the shooting took plucc. 


Town Has Long History. 

Mannheim isn’t un old town. The 
vllluge that preceded it dated hack a 
thousand years, but the real Muuu- 
helm has Just entered Its fourth cen- 
tury. It was founded by Protestant 
refugees from Holluud, wln» gave It 
u strongly fortified castle uud brought 
no end of trouble ou the place. Dur- 
ing the Thirty Years’ war that castle 
uud the town were taken uud retaken 
no less than five times. In 171)4 it wus 
In the bunds of the French nml then 
iAi Austrian army bombarded It so 
severely thut scarcely u building wus 
left unharmed. In 1808 u grand duke 
had the fortifications rust'd ami Muuu- 
helm b ecu me uu open town. 


LIGHT tAKMiNli lURLS 
btkLL 5nulii\ VICTIMS 


The Base Hospitals of Europe, 
where American boys as well aa the 
boyB of our allies are recuperating, 
have decided that the men who are 
yet unable to fight, or to go back to 
their places In the ranks, may gain 
health and strength while tilling the 
soil, and incidentally may add many 
tons of vegetables to tbo necessary 
food supplies. 

Ten expert market gardeners from 
this country have been sent to France 
to direct the work, as it has been 
found that this farm labor is one of 
the best restoratives of health, and 
also that there Is no better work for 
those suffering from shell shock than 
this out-of-doors activity. Many sol- 
diers who have worked at the farms 
announce that they intend to buy 
farms and continue on their return 
from France. 

In addition to the helpful exercises 
the tables are helped, and in one hos- 
pital there has been green corn on the 
cob served as a result of the soldier 
farming. Green corn Is not common 
in France, but it certainly pleased the 
men who were fortunate enough to 
get some of it. And the American 
boys — well just imagino an American 
seeing green corn on the cob when he 
didn’t expect there was such a deli- 
cacy nearer than the old U. S. A.! 

More than two tons of vegetables 
were grown at Base Hospital No. 6 in 
less than three months. Peas, po- 
tatoes, beans .radishes, lettuce and 
corn, and the soldiers declare that 
there is nothing like the taste of these 
• merican vegetables grown in the 
gardens of the hospitals. 


TUBERCULOSIS FIGHTERS 
JOIN WITH RID CROSS 

Fifteen hundred anti-tuberculosis 
associations in every state in the 
Union have set aside their ordinary 
work and are giving their time and 
attention during the next month to 
the Red Cross Christmas Roll Call, 
according to an announcement from 
the headquarters of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association. 

Instead of the usual sale of Red 
Cross Seals which has been conducted 
for the last ten years jointly by the 
National Tuberculosis Association and 
the American Red Cross, this coming 
year the tuberculosis movement will 
be supported by a direct appropriation 
of $2,500,000 from the Red Cross, and 
in turn all of the machinery of the 
tuberculosis campaign will be turned 
into helping swell the membership of 
the American Red Cross in an effort 
to enroll every man and woman in tbo 
country. 

In every state there is a well or- 
ganized state organization and under 
it there are strong local branches. 
These trained workers will co-operate 
with the Red Cross chapters in their 
community and will endeavor to or- 
ganize their districts so that no one 
can escape solicitation. Universal 
membership in the Red Cross will be 
the aim.

Who hides his flag on Fourth of 
July? Who fails to rise to The Star 
Spangled Banner? Why do we wave 
flags, and why do we rise? Because 
we human beings demand a sign. The 
Indians exchanged wampum when 
they met and swore friendship. Tne 
Greeks of old sent presents of earth 
and water to their correspondents. 
When a letter fails to come we ail 
think that the friend has forgotten us. 
Now who wishes his fellows to think 
that he has forgotten that this is a 
world where kindness and love are 
welcome?

EXPLOSION SHAKES NEWTON 


Many people were aroused from 
sleep soon after 1 o’clock Christmas 
morning by a loud explosion, the force 
of which was felt by the shaking of 
the houses of this city.

mups, etc., issued prior to the time of 
the ordnance survey, uhout 1860. The 
curliest satisfactory inups of Scotland 
date from 1564. — Scientific American. 


DENIED EQUALITY OF SEXES 

Men in 1813 Had Decided Views as to 
Woman’s Intellect and Her 
Sphere of Duty. 

There lies on tlio desk a hook pub- 
lished and sold by Moses Thomas, 
Philadelphia, hearing the date of 1813, 
which makes It one hundred and five 
years old. There are many strnnge 
things In that book, which contains 
Selections From Foreign Reviews nnd 
Magazines,” all of which is claimed to 
be “the best thought of the ublest men 
of the age.” There Is an essay at- 
tacking a French authoress who was 
clniming an equality of intellect of the 
two sexes. The reviewer remarks: 
“Upon the whole, we do not think thnt 
a little learning Is always a dangerous 
thing In a lady, so long as It lias ref- 
erence to her condition of life and the 
sphere of her duties. 

Thnt is ns far as the world had got 
at that time in the education of wom- 
en. About seventy years afterward, 
when a woman became senior wrangler 
at Oxford, which Is the highest honor 
In mathematics, there begun a change 
of opinion concerning the quality of 
woman's intellect. 

It wns maintained In the entire 
period by these “ablest men of the 
nge,” that the “female Intellect" was 
entirely inferior to that of men, and 
that her physical structure made it 
Impossible for her to comprehend the 
great questions, such ns that of war. 
Since then a womnn has written the 
greatest war hymn of the world. — St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
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Nerve and Eye Strain. 

Many nervous ns well as other dis- 
eases are caused by Incorrect Illumin- 
ation. The eye Is a subject of prime 
consideration in connection with our 
health and happiness. Eye fatigue 
spoils the disposition; ns that Is one 
of the conditions given for Inefficient 
work, we find here again a reduction 
In efficiency and a cause for more loss 
of the workman’s time. The first loss, 
was mechanical, the second Is phys- 
ical; both, when reduced to a ilollur- 
and-cents basis, show a large percent- 
age over the cost of lighting that 
would he required to eliminate them. 
As judgment Is dependent upon per- 
ception. and perception upon the sight, 
then t lie laborer, to be efficient, must 
he able to see fine details and small 
objects at close range with sharpness 
and distinction, i«» distinguish objects 
at a distance with accuracy, and to 
have clear perception of ull objects in 
the intermediate space. 


Famous Forth Bridge. 

Sir John Fowler and Sir Benjamin 
Baker, both Kngli litncn, were the en- 
gineers who designed the great Forth 
bridge in Scotland, and the building 
was done by several large firms of 
steel structural workers, under their 
supervision. The outside length of 
the bridge Is 8,098 feet, the central 
cantilever occupies 1.020 feet, and the 
two side cantilevers 1,514% feet each. 
Tlie headway of the bridge at high wa- 
ter is 150 feet. The bridge was 17 
years in building and was opened in 
March, 1890. The Forth bridge Is 
much narrower than the Brooklyn 
bridge, but It exceeds it 25 feet in 
span and is considerably longer In its 
overall length. 


Great Sea of Wheat. 

A sea of wheat replacing u sea of 
water, 20,000 ucrcs in one tract bring- 
ing fortli the cereal of which Uncle 
Sam and his allies In the world war 
are in such great need, is a transfor- 
mation accomplished on wiiat was 
overflowed land near Sacramento. 

The huge tract formerly covered 
with tlie flood waters of tlie Sucru- 
mento and the American rivers lies in 
a fertile basin of some sixty-odd thou- 
sand acres, most of which has been re- 
claimed atul turned to agriculture 
through the efforts of the federal and 
stale government, at u cost of mil- 
lions of dollars.

Thej 
will then dry nnd harden rlgh 
through, and while the cleansing pow 
er of the soap will be In no way dl 
minished It will last twice as long.

If earache does not occur often pos 
slbly home treatment will alleviate the 
suffering, which is always so seveqe 
while it lasts. Wring out hot clothe 
and apply them to the ear. This often 
brings quick relief.
